OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


THERE is but one certainty to the 
present tariff outlook. Nobody will 
get things fixed just to suit him. 


THE Produce Exchange finds that 
the inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sione:s ‘“‘move ina mysterious way, 
their wonders to perform. ” 


BuYERs of olive oil discredit the re- 
ports about short crops, which is not 
strange when the same story is circu- 
lated everyseason to influence the 
market. 


“THERE is much ado about nothing” 
‘n certain London circles because 
American manufacturers of proprie- 
tary medicines are asserting their 
rights in pushing business on the other 
side. . 

TO-MORROW the congressional inves- 
tigation of trusts will begin. It is to 
be hoped that the committee will per- 
form its duties with such impartiality 
and thoroughness as to disarm criti- 
cism. 


COMPETITION is lively on English 
soil among owners of proprietary 
goocs, and disputed trademarks are 
keeping the courts employed, all of 
which is charged to ‘'Yankee” ingen- 
uity. 


THE present effort of the Stock Ex- 
change to make a prominent feature 
of petroleum certificates recalls a sim- 
ilar attempt of the Produce Exchange 
a few years ago which ended in fail- 
ure. 


A GREAT many business men who 
are affected by tariff legislation have 
now concluded that they want the 
tariff let alone and further they want 
the whole internal revenue system 
abolished. 


TRADING iu the petroleum certifi- 
cates was inaugurated on the Stock 
Exchange last Wednesday by a sale of 
10,000 barrels at 93}c which the seller 
was glad to buy back at 93ic. A good 
beginning, surely. 


A FOREIGN chemist bas found tallow 
containing cotton oil and claims that 
the two materials are compounded and 
frequently sold for tallow! How is 
such a thing possible when oil is al- 
ways higher in price than tallow ? 


THE operators in petroleum on the 
Stock Exchange, now known as “‘grease 
brokers,” began the attempt to crush 
the Consolidated last week, but thus 
far no impression has been made and 
work on the new building is going on 
as usual, 


OLEOMARGARINE is the best adver- 
tised article on the continent and the 
agitation has caused a reaction in pub- 
lic opinion in favor of butter substi- 
tutes, which is evidence that consum- 
ers are not believers in the arguments 
of legislative guerillas, 


MENHADEN venteete will be en- 
hanced in value this year by the 
agreement made last week not to cem- 
mence fishing until July 1. Had this 
action been taken last spring the fish- 
ermen would be richer to-day, but 
past experience has nevertheless been 
profitable if not fruitful. 


CRUDE opium on the free list will at 
least save the customs authorities the 
trouble of hunting for alleged smug- 
glers. The Treasury Department has 
been repeatedly urged to do this and 
also reduce the duty on prepared 
opium to three dollars, thus decreas- 
ing the temptation to smuggle. 


THE attempt to bring about a large 
advance in petroleum by circulating 
false reports of the disruption of the 
P. P. A. failed, the operaters on the 
several exchanges having become wary 
since the exposure of the Carmi 
canard. The perpetrators should be 
ferreted out, and if found to be mem- 
bers of an exchange they should re- 
ceive proper punishment. 





THE FRUITS OF INVESTIGATION. | 
| The last investigation by the Legisla- 


“The Mountain was in labor, and 
brought forth a Mouse,” and the work 
of the Senatorial Investigating Com- 
mittee is productive of proportionate 
results. This is surprising to no one 
familiar with the facts concerning the 
“Trusts” and other forms of combina- 
tions which the committee undertook 
to investigate. But the work of the 
committee, the expense to which it 
has put the State, and the acts of 
questionable legality it has performed 
in prying into strictly private affairs, 
may yet avail something for good if 
they draw public attention to the fact 
that itis not fair to judge business 
corporations upon the evidence of 
“strikers,” whether they be envious 
competitors or demagogic and un- 
scrupulous newspapers. It is undoubt- 
edly true that many of the newspapers, 
whose utterances have gone far toward 
creating a more or less general antipa- 
thy to business combinations of all 
sorts, have mistaken for facts the 
charges made against such concerns as 
the Cotton Oil, Sugar and Standard 
Trusts, and many of the smaller trade 
combinations, by persons who have 
been unable to sell out to these organ- 
izations or get “hush money” in some 
other form. Every corporation, rail- 
road, insurance, or what not, has had 
more or less experience of this sort, 
and the “trusts” and ‘‘combinations” 
are just now on the rack because they 
afford a new pasture for the class 
which browses on the prosperity of 
brainier, or more enterprising, or 
harder working men. That there have 
been acts by the Standard Oil Co. 
which were opposed to public policy, 
there is no gainsaying. Its relations 
to railroad companies in the earlier 
history of its existence were inimical 
to the general welfare, and the inter- 
state commerce law, if it successfully 
operate against discriminative alli- 
ances between transportation com- 
panies and favored shippers, will prove 
one of the most beneficent acts that 
has been put upon the statute books 
for many years. But the Standard 
Oil Company did not invent this form 
of alliance. It existed between the New 
York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road Co, and certain favored jobbers 
along its line before the organization of 
the Standard Oil Co., it has existed be- 
tween every other road and its faver- 
ites and it exists today between 
some of the coal roads and 
favored dealers. It does not eall for 
legislative interference, however. There 
has never been a time when it could 
not be as successfully combatted in the 
courts as ina Legislature, and it has 
repeatedly been declared illegal and 
enjoined by the higher legal tribunals. 
But it is not to correct real wrongs 
that legislative investigating commit- 
tees have assumed the right, which 
ought to be not indiscriminately used, 
of prying into affairs of corporations 
which should be as safe from outside 
intrusion as like affairs of an individ- 
ual, It is because there has been a 
popular misconception of the objects 
as well as the methods of most of the 
combinations which have been formed 
in the last few years. Thre statements 
of the most irresponsible business op- 
ponent of these organizations has been 
permitted to outweigh their own de- 
clarations of their own purposes, and 
their iniquities have been exaggerated 
by popular belief until there was an 
excuse for legislative investigations. 
But what have the investigations ever 
shown? A few years ago Senator 
Emery, of Pennsylvania, headed an 
investigating committee from the Leg- 
islature of that State, and equipped 
as he was with a personal knowledge 
of the oil business, and impelled not 
only by an imaginary sense of public 
duty but also by real personal interests 
inimical to the Standard Oil Co., even 
this distinguished Senator was forced 
to admit that the iniquities which the 
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committee pre-supposed did not exist, 











ture of this State has been equally 
disappointing to those who hoped or 
expected to find a public enemy lurk- 
ing in any of the “Trusts” or combi- 
nations the affairs of which the com- 
mittee has seen fit toprobe. The rec- 
ords of the organizations which have 
been freely opened to the scrutiny of 
the investigators, have contradicted 
many of the popular notions concern- 
ing the Trusts, but have shown noth- 
ing in their methods or _ pur- 
poses from which public approval 
should be withheld. There is 
not one of these organizations but 
what has grown out of a condition of 
commercial chaos, which excessive 
competition has caused, and there is 
not one but what is formed to serve, 
and by its very existence does serve, 
a public good, without any offsetting 
disadvantages to the public. Trade 
combinations nowadays are not formed 
to extort unreasonable profits from the 
public or crush out weak competitors. 
They are formed to save whole indus- 
tries from the losses which weak and 
incompetent or reckless individuals 
have caused. It is the weak rather 
than the strong who are most favored 
by these combinations, without which 
competition must mean a fight for the 
survival of the fittest in which the weak 
must eventually perish. The public 
cares nothing for the widespread dis- 
aster which must have followed con- 
tinued unregulated competition among 
sugar refiners, by which refineries were 
run year in and year out at an actual 
lors; but it cries out against a combi- 
nation of these refiners which raises 
prices to the point of reasonable profit. 
And yet, the public suffers more from 
the continued losses of a great indus- 
try than it would from even a slightly 
excessive profit. The formation of 
Trusts and combinations of various 
sorts isa confession of weak financial 
or mercantile ability on the part of 
some of the individuals involved, but 
this confession is in full accord with 
the well known fact that but a small 
proportion of those who start in mer- 
cantile pursuits escupe ultimate in- 
solvency. Trade combinations, whether 
in the guise of Trusts or Pools or Asso- 
ciations or Exchanges, are a necessity 
of the times, and they have come to 
stay. It is their legitimate function to 
prevent losses, and when they under- 
take to realize extortionate profits, 
they will find in the competition which 
they will invite from the mass of idle 
capital that is constantly seeking re- 
munerative investment, a check more 
potent and prompt than any that can 
be devised by the wisdom of a legisla- 
tive investigating committee. 
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COTTON OIL IN LARD. 


The ‘‘pure leaf lard” advocates, in 
their endeavor to construct restrictive 
statutes, have builded better than they 
knew, far better, surely, than they in- 
tended for the cotton oil interest. 
The investigation has proved—what 
everybody knows—that lard is adul- 
terated. But the investigation has 
further proved—what everybody did 
not know—that cotton oil is not an 
adulterant of lard, and that on the 
contrary it actually enhances its value 
for family consumption. The Duwes 
bill is going to prove the biggest piece 
of free advertising for cotton oil, asa 
wholesome article for the table, that 
has been secured by ingenious venders 
for a generation. There was a great 
deal of ignorance and more prejudice to 
be overcome in finding a general mar- 
ket for cotton oil. Yet now, behold, an 
exposure of its existence is a revelation 
of its excellence. Truly the exclusive 
“pure lard” men have been playing 
with a boomerang, for not only has 
their'shaft returned to pierce their own 
vitals, but they have given the cotton 
oil lard compounders a lift which they 
could not have obtained otherwise in 
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a long wait of years. The investiga- 
tion wipes off much of the practical 
odium which the pending bill seeks to 
fix in the descriptive term ‘tcompound 
lard.” If this investigation keeps on 
for sometime longer no one will be 
found who cares to oppose the passage 
of that billso far as labels are con: 
cerned. 


TARIFF CHANGES. 

Nobody expects that there will be 
universal satisfaction with any tariff 
which can be reported from commit- 
tee or adopted into complete legisla- 
tion. It is possible that neither the 
protectionist nor free trader wiil grow 
enthusiastic over the bill now before 
the House. As we pvinted out ina 
previous issue of the REPORTER the 
different trade interests must be vigi- 
lentin guarding those interesta dur- 
ing the plastic state of tariff legisla- 
tion. It seems that some of the heavy 
concerns interested in drugsare fearful 
of the effects of many of the provisions 
as they now stand on the bill. One 
company deplores the injury impend- 
ing over the heavy chemical industry 
because as the margins have become 
so small through competition the 
chemicals placed on the free list will 
compel the closing of factories or the 
lowering of the priceof labor. Another 
firm objects to ‘putting the finished 
products of some manufacturers upon 
the free list for the benefit of other 
manufacturers who use them as a part 
of their crude material.” The alleged 
inequality in the proposed tariff 
treatment of opium and morphine is 
here alluded to. The most ex- 
treme opinion we have beard expressed 
prophesies that ‘‘the bill if passed as 
it now reads will ruin the drug trade 
in this country.” It must not be for- 
gotten, however, that other good 
judges do not anticipate any such dire 
results in any event likely to occur in 
connection with legislation. The drug 
and chemical interests will without 
doubt make their necessities plainly 
known to Congress. 
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ALLEGED Oi UM SMUGGLING. 

Tne customs authorities have dis- 
played commendable zeal and sagaci- 
ty inrunning down the opium smug- 
giers in Northern New York, but their 
alleged discovery of smuggling by ex- 
porters of this city appears to be the 
result of misinformation or stupidity. 
Smuggling into Spanish Awerican 
ports is well known to bea regular 
thing, but the attempt to connect 
reputable drug houses with such prac- 
tices is preposterous, The Govern- 
ment has taken such precautions to 
prevent the illegal shipment of opium 
trom United States ports, that it is im- 
possible, without collusion with the 
special inspectors, under whose eyes 
every step must be taken, from the 
withdrawal of the opium from United 
States bonded warehouses to its arrival 
at the steamship dock. At the dock 
the shipper has no longer any control 
over the opium, as it must there be 
turned over to the Government’s 
agent, whose duty it is to see that it is 
placeu on the vessel, and no opium 
cau be sent out of the country without 
his receipt, which is also one of the 
papers the shipper must show when 
he applies to tue Government for the 
cancellation of the bond he was obliged 
to give to cover the duty. 

Aduitting that man’s cupidity will 
often impel him to take heavy risks 
for its gratification, there must always 
be a limit beyond which he will not go. 
The amount involved in the present 
case would seem hardly sufficient to 
warrant the yreat risks to be taken, 
considering the character of the inter- 
ests of those whoare implicated. Ac- 
cording to the report of the Treasury 
Department’s special agent, who has 
been working up the case, twenty 
firms were interested in the suspected 
shipments, which extended over a pe- 
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riod of four years, the total quantity 
shipped amounting to a little over one 
hundred thousand pounds. Many of 
these firms are of the highest standing 
and unquestioned integrity. Leaving 
out the question of morals, simply 
placing the heavy penalties involved, 
and the reasonable certainty that the 
shippers would be compelled to sub- 
mit indefinately to blackmail by the 
parties it would be necessary to bribe, 
against the possible profits—one dollar 
on each pound of opium, is it not ab- 
surd to even suppose that any of these 
firms might be guilty? And when it is 
considered that a goodly portion of 
the possible profits would have to be 
divided in the shape of bribes, the 
proposition is still more absurd. 

No doubt before the investigation is 
completed it will be demonstrated to 
the satisfaction of the Customs officials 
as it has been tu every one in the trade, 
that none of the suspected houses has 
knowingly, anything to do with these 
had,alleged smuggling transactions. If 
it isconclusively proved that any of this 
opium was illegally exported, it will no 
doubt Le shown that theguilty parties 
are those to whom the New York doal- 
ers sold the goods, and according to 
whose directions they were shipp. d. 
To hold the former responsible for the 
acts of the latter would be gross in- 
justice. There is no law to compel a 
merchant to follow his goods after he 
has once sold them to see that they are 
not improperly used or disposed of, 
and no matter how well disposed he 
may be to prevent their improper use, 
it is manifestly impossible that he 
should play detective.

COTTON OIL AND TALLOW. 


An English chemist has directed 
his attention to the mixing of cot- 
ton oil with tallow and states that 
it is an easy watter to introduce 
forty per cent. of cotton oil into tal- 
low without fear of detection other- 
wise than by chemical analysis. He 
claims that tallow is largely adulter- 
ated with cotton oil and stearine. He 
argues that it isa profitable sophisti- 
cation and suggests the use of a certain 
test to determine the quality of all 
purchases. 

So far as cotton oil is concerned, no 
profit can be realized from compound- 
ing the two materials, as the vulue of 
oil is higher than that of tallow, but 
if cottonseed soap stock or greases are 
employed in the admixture,a fair mar- 
gin of profit results; still it is question- 
uble if these dark colored and inferior 
adulterapts could be used in good 
grades of tallow without immediate 
detection. How a mixture of the two 
materials interferes with the manufac- 
ture of soap is not explained. 

We do not believe that tallow is sold 
under a misrepresentationin this mar- 
ket; the first complaint has yet to be 
made, and if the practice of adultera- 
tion was carried to any extent there 
would not be the present scarcity of 
tallow. An excellent opportunity ex- 
ists for selling a compound but the 
fact that stocks have been light for 
several months is a good argument in 
favor of pure tallow. It a mixture had 
been shipped abroad the discovery 
would have been made belore this, as 
foreign buyers are always on the alert 
and ready for fresh developments. 

According to the evidence thus far 
received the sophistication is done on 
the other side, the ‘‘doctored” samples 
examined by the chemist having been 
Eoglish brands of ‘‘commercial” tallow, 
and in these he found one and a kalf 
per cent. of cotton oil. It makes an 
outlet for cottonseed products, but 
soap makers and other consumers 
would rather buy their raw materials 
free from admixture and without mis- 
representation. It is a problem how 
the English compounders manage to 
realize any profit with tallow at present 


prices.

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FEBRUARY OIL FIELD REPORT. 


The record of developments in the 
oil regions of Pennsylvania and New 
York during the month of February 
makes an exhibit that should, and 
doubtless does, prove satisfactory to 
those producers pledged to the shut- 
down agreement. In addition to the 
curtailment of the production brought 
about by the shut down, there has 
been farther restriction due to natural 
causes, the winter months not beitg 
favorable to active operations in the 
field. The number of wells completed 
during the month of February was 
fifty-three, which is a decrease of fif- 
teen from the number completed dur- 
ing the preceding month, and is the 
smallest number completed in any 
mouth of which we have a record. The 
number of dry holes found was twen- 
ty-one, which is an increase of five, 
certainly not a very encouraging re- 
to the venturesome wildeatter. 
This makes the number of producing 
wells to be credited to the February 
developments thirty-two, and as the 
new production amouuts to 644 bar- 
rels, the average per well is but twen- 
ty barrels, or forthe total number of 
holes bored about twelve barre’s per 
well. The new production shows a 
decrease of 356 barrels, while the total 
wakes good barely one-fifth of the nat- 
ural decline in the production of the 
old wells. Itisin the new rigs, how- 
ever, that the greatest decrease in new 
operations isshown. The number of 
new rigs at the close of February was 
twenty-seven, which is a decrease of 
fifteen from the number at the end of 
January. The number of wells drill- 
ing was seventy-nine, which is an in- 
crease of nine, making the total de- 
crease of new rigs apd drilling wells 
six. The increase in the number of 
wells drilling at the close of the month 
may be accounted for by the increase 
in new rigs shown by the previous re- 
port, many of these being now classed 
as drilling wells. The points showing 
an increase of operations are Butler, 
Riebold and Canonsburg. It is the 
opinion of experts that the new rigs 
are not in territory that is likely to 
prove unusually productive, but 
past experience has taught the oldest 
operators that it is not safe to predict 
what may be found in any given lo- 
cality, as gushers have been found 
where dry holes were confidently pre- 
dicted, and dry holes have been of 
frequent occurrence on sections of ter- 
ritory where the operaturs had good 
reason to expect profitable results, 

The February field report, taken in 
connection with the statistics of runs, 
deliveries and charters, shows the 
situation to be growipg more bullish 
and more favorable to the accomplish- 
ment of the objects of the Producers’ 
Protective Association. The average 
daily runs during February amounted 
to 40,500 barrels, wxich isa decreuse of 
about 15,000 barrels from the average 
daily production during the year 1887, 
but is an increase of nearly 7,000 bar- 
rels over the daily production during 
January. The deliveries, on the other 
hand, show an increase of 3,000 barrels 
over the average during last year and 
an increase of 1,000 barrels over the 
average of January. The amount of 
oil drawn frow the stocks,as shown by 
difference between the runs and de- 
liveries, during last month was a daily 
average of 31,000 barrels, while the 
average amount of charters has ex- 
ceeded the runs by about 1,000 barrels 
per day. The average daily charters 
for February were about equal to the 
average during the entire year 1887 and 
exceeded those for January by about 
12,000 barrels. As compared with Feb- 
ruary lust year the increase is about 
10,000 barrels. Were prices to be en- 
tirely governed by the situation in the 
field and the relation that production 
bears to consumption then much 
higher prices might naturally be ex- 
pected, but, unfortunately for the pro. 





















ducer, other influences affect the war- 
ket which have of late proved more 
potent than the strong statistical situ- 
ation and the bullish field reports. It 
may be safe to assume, however, that 
if the restriction in the production 


continues and the consumption and 


production retain their present relative 
proportions, higher prices are only a 


question of time.

The paint trade has long felt 


payment of bills, but, until recently, a 


lack of unanimity of action has de- 
feated all attempts for so desirable a 
change. The organization of the trade 
at various points within the past few 
years has wade it possible to secure 
co-operation of the manufactucers and 
dealers of those localities, and efforts 
are being put forth to simplify their 


methods of doing business by cutting 


down the term of credit on all bills, 


The Paint, O 1 and Varnish Club of 
this city has placed the matter in the 
hands of a thoroughly competent 


cowmittee, which has not yet arrived 


at any definite conclusions, though an 
early report may be expected from it. 
The Paint and Oil Club of New Eng- 
land has been considering the matter 
also, and has gone so far as to fonmu- 
late a plan, based u.on the method in 
vogue in the meta] trade down East. 
It is proposed, by that club, to limit 
the term of credit on everything in 
their line, except varnish and white 
lead (which are specially provided for 
by the manufacturers) to thirty days, 
charging interest at the rate of six per 
e-nt per annum on all bills not paid 
within that time, and allowing inter- 
est at the same rate on biils paid be- 
toredue. Sucha plan would seem to 
be the best that can be devised at 
present,though modifications will pro- 
bably be suggested by a practicable 
application. It will certainly bear a 
trial. Though it may not be a pan- 
acea for the evils which now asgail the 
paint trade, no great barm can follow 
the taking of a step which holds even 
a promise of sweeping away unwhole- 
some complications in business meth- 
ods. 

As pointed out by the New England 
club’s committee, a prime requisite to 
the successful application of the plan 
is the cordial co-operation of all the 
manufacturers and dealers doing busi- 
ness in the section in which it is pro- 
posed to make the trial. As this in- 
cludes many who are non-residents 
and who are not represented iu the 
New Evgland club, the matter to that 
extent is outside of its jurisdiction, or 
at least its control. Right here, it ap- 
pears to us, is indicated the necessity 
of a national organization of the char- 
acterof the Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, to which may be referred such 
questions as require the co-operation 
of the manutacturers and dealers of 
more than one section. The New 
England club has taken the right view 
of the difficulties presented to a suc- 
cessful insnuguration of the proposed 
change, and the suggestions of its com- 
mittee will bear the careful consider- 
ation of other organizations, Without 
the co-operation of the trade through- 
out the country there is little possi- 
bility that the reform can make sub- 


stantial progress.

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JAMES HOW. 


The death of Mr. James How on Tuesday of 
last week was Very sudden. He left his office 
at Burling slip and Front street in the after- 
noon in apparently good health. At about 7 
o’clock he suddenly expired while in the act of 
drinking a glass of mineral water at bis home 
in Brooklyn. Death is supposed to have been 
caused by the bursting uf a blood vesselin his 
head, 

Mr. How was born in Haverhill, Mass., in- 
June, 1818, and came to this city when about 18 
years old, to take a position in the office of the 
Brooklyn White Lead Company. At that time 
the Cornells were corroding lead here, and @ 
few years Jater Mr. How, with Mr. John Laid- 
Jaw, bought out their interest and organized 
the Union White Lead Mauufacturing Com 
pany, of which Mr. How was president at the 
time of his death. He is spoken of as an intel- 
ligent and industrious man of business,and took 
& lively interest in the ¢ffairs of his adopted 
city, Brooklyn, although never seeking po- 
litical preferment. He was especially in- 
terested in educational matters, and the 
schools were objacts of his constant solicitude. 
He was at one time a member of the Brooklyn 
Board of Education, but this was the only 
public position he would accept. The Poly- 
technic Institute of Brooklyn owes much of 
its success to his untiring efforts in ite behalf, 
from the time in which he agsisted in found- 
ing it to the day of his death. While 
particulariy devoted to the work of education 
he was not a man of one idea, and his name is 
connected with many of the mcst successful 
commercial institutions of the two cities. His 
was a life of genuine succeas,and his death 
will leave ascar op the memory of many who 
knew him but to esteem and honor. 





ERNEST L. NAUMANN. 

Ex-Coroner Ernest L. Naumann, a well 
known and popular druggist, died last week 
from pnoumonia at hia home, No. 209 East For- 
ty-fifth-st. Mr. Naumann was sixty-three years 
old, having been born in Pretten, Saxony, in 
1628, and came to this country from Germany in 
1852. He wasa revolutionist. In 1868 he was 
nominated for Coroner and elected by a large 
plurailty. His party ran him for Coroner four 
times after that, but though he ran way ahead 
of his ticket he was defeated. For years Coroner 
Naumann kept a drug store at No. 205 William 
st, near Frankfort st. He was once connected 
with a wholesale drug store on Barclay 
st, which did a large Southern trade. He re- 
tired from politics a few years ago. He leaves 
a wife and a/x children. 





FREDERICK WILLIAM MEAD. 


Profound sorrow is felt in the drug, paint 
and varnish trades over the sudden death of 
Frederick W. Mead, which took place Wednes- 
day at St. Augustine, Fiorida, whither he went 
in the hope of regaining bis health. Mr. Mead 
had been ailing for about a year past, but had 
been able to attend to bis business until within 
a few weeks, when his malady, inflammation of 
the stomach, took aturn which compeiled him 
to give up work. His intimate friends, how- 
ever, anticipated no serious result, and the 
news of his death came to them as a shock, 

Mr. Mead was born in New York city in 1853. 
and retained his residence here for the thirty- 
five years of bis ilfe. Hiseariy business train- 
ing was gained in the office of Messrs. C. De P. 
Field & Co,and from them he went to Messrs, 
Jas. L. Townsend & Co., in whose employ he 
ained a thorough knowledge of the East India 
trade. In 1883 he branched out for himself in 
the brokerage and commission business, deal- 
ing chiefly in East India goods, for which his 
extensive knowledge particularly fitted him, 
By his energy and business ability he built upa 
splendid trade, to which bis brother, George E. 
Mead, succeeds. Mr. Mead wasa man of ster- 
ling priociples, and enjoyed the esteem and 
confidence of all with whom he had business 
relations, snd bis death is widely regretted.

The Electrical World mentions a cheap and 
€ffective battery made by dissolving common 
soap in boiling water and adding to it small 
amounts and bran and caustic potash or soda. 
This mixture, while warm, is poured in a jar 
containing a large carbon pole and an amaiga- 
mated zinc rod. When cold the battery ‘‘sets”’ 
after the manner ofa jelly, and consequently 
will not readily evaporate or spill over. 


A composition has been produced, having for 
its purpose the rendering waterproof of leather, 
clotb, paper, etc. It is a mixture of water, eili- 
cate of soda, resin, alum, potash, fish glue, sui- 
phate of zinc and sulphate of copper in various 
proportions. The application is said to render 
the material impervious to the influenc of oil 
or water and.if a variety of ingredients increase 
practical utility, should be vary valuable.

At the informal meeting between the mem- 
bers of the committee from the Produce Ex- 
change on freight discrimination and the inter- 
state Commissioners, nothing was done that 
would be of interest to the genera) public. 
The committee expect to have their case ready 
for the commi:sioners this week, and hopé to 
obtain a hearing within thirty days. 


At the last monthly meeting of the St. Louis 
Paint, Oil and Drug Club the committee to 
whom was referred the matter of selling tur- 
pentine by weight or measure made its report. 
After considerable discussion, pro and cor, 
the report was referred to the executive com- 
mittee, who will report its conclusions at the 
next regular meeting of the club. 


The consideration of the tariff bill by the full 
Committee of Ways and Means was commenced 
yesterday. The Repubjican members of the 
committee will make a strong effort to bavea 
series of hearings before the committee of per- 
sons interested in preventing the reductions in 
tariff duties proposed by the bill. Their pur- 
pose is to delay action as long as possibile in the 
hope that by delay any changes in the tariff 
may be prevented. 

The House Agriculture Committee on Satur- 
day heard the evidence of Professor Sharpless, 
the chemist and analyst, upon whom the pure 
lard men mainly rely to prove their claim that 
ingredients injurious to health may be and are 
used in compound lard. Professor Sharpless 
submitted samples of crude lard into which he 
claimed that the fat of hogs dying {rom natural 
causes and disease entered, and the tone of bis 
testimony was generally in support of the claim 
that the adulteration of lard is liable to abuse. 


Recently a meeting was held of the creditors 
of Messrs. Lockwood and Leith of Boundary 
Road Chemical Worksand Parr Aikali Wcrks 
both in St, Helens Eng. The liabilities are es- 
temated at about £25,000. A committee was ap- 
pointed. It is only a few months since Messrs. 
Lockwood and Leith took over the Parr Alkli 
Works, which has been standing idle for years, 
with the view of making caustic and bleaching 
powder ; and as they are not members of the 
bleach asscciation, perhaps this accounts for 
the bitter feeling displayed by some of the 
creditors who are members cf the association. 
The feeling of the other creditors was to allow 
dettors to contir ve business at the Parr works, 
which showed a prospect of profit. 


The Pittsburg Dispatch says that the product 
of the six soap factories in Pittsburg for 1887 
was in round numbers 20 000,000 pounds, witha 
value close to $1,010,000. The year 1837 is re- 
ported by the Pittsburg soap manufacturers as 
an average yeer for thetrade. ‘Our industry,” 
said one manufacturer, “is not sutject to the 
fluctuations of protected industries. We do 
not have years of great prosperity followed by 
years of great depression. But the voiume of 
our output is steadily growing larger, and the 
business is in a good, healthy condition.” The 
estimates given by the leading manufavturers 
make the entire soap business of Pittsburg, in 
the year 1887, but little, if any, below $2,000,000 
in value. 


Congressman McAdoo, of New Jersey, was 


before the House committee on merchant ma- 
rine and the fisheries last week in behalf of the 
bill to prohibit fishing for menhaden within 
three miles of the Atlantic coast. The bill was 
defeated at the last meeting of the committee 
but upon further representations made to the 
committee in regard tothe matter, and in def-

The House committee on manufactures has 
formally arranged the preliminaries, and will 
next Thursday begin the formal examination 
of witnesses at Washington in the cource of its 
investigation of trusts. The individual mem- 
bers of the committee have been hard at wore 
for several weeks gathering up all accessible 
information on the subject, with a view to save 
ing the time of the full committee and facill- 
tating the investigation. It was also hoped 
that by the adoption of this system of prelimi- 
nary examinations the committee might be 
abie to avuid undertaking an inquiry into sub- 
jectathat might not result in any practica 


advancement of the investigation or redound 
to its credit. 


William J. Gaynor, of Brooklyn, counsel for 
William Z egier, late treasurer of the Royal 
Baking Powder Company and one-third stock 
holder, now deprived of authority by J. C. and 
C. N. Hoagland, who own the rest of it, ap- 
peared lastweek before theJudiciary Committee 
of the New York Assembly to advocate the 
passage of two bills introduced by Mr. Young- 
man, of Albany.

FETKOLEUM NOTES.

The Herndon Natural Gas and Land Co. have 
struck a good gas well on a lot in the village of 
Herndon, Guthrie Co., Ia. It is described by 
the local paper #6 a roarer, that can be heard 
four miles cistant. It issues with force enough 
to make a tame 40 feet bigh and is the most 
impcrtant strike of the kind ever made in the 
State. 


“ The wind bloweth where it listeth and thou 
hearest the sound thereof, but canst not tell 
whence itcometh or whither it goeth,”’ and so it 
is with almost every move in the petroleum 
market. The Signal Service people may have 
discovered some of the secrets that formerly 
puzzied people in their speculations about 
wind, but no signal service seems to have got- 
ten onto any of the manipulations in the oil 
market.— Pittsburg Dispatch. 


As is known, the DePauw estate New Al- 
bany, Ind., owns valuable gas lands, and two 
or three very good gas wells in Taylor Town- 
ebip, Harrison County. The trouble with these 
wells bas heretofore been the heavy flow of 
salt water struck in them, which has, in large 
measure, drowned out the gas. This trouble is 
to be met and overcome by casing the wells 
withiron piping. This was the intention of 
the late Hon. W.C. DePauw during his life- 
time. 


There was a big break last week in the high 
pressure line of the Northwestern Ohio Gas 
Company, & mile and a half east of Van Buren. 
The pipe bust with terrific force, throwing 
several rods of the pipe into the air and tearing 
up the earth all around. It is supposed a piece 
of failing pipe struck another pipe hard 
encugh to make sparks fiy, as escaping gas 
caught fire at once and burned flercely, ignit- 
ing fences and telegraph poles in the vicinity, 
The pipe line runs direct from the big Kagy 
well to Toledo. A man named Baker was pass- 
ing when the gas exploded and was seriously 
burned, 


The death of H. L. Hance was announced 
from Philadelphia last week. He was about 
fifty-six years of age. He came to Oil City 
early in the sixties, and was prominently iden- 
tified with the »etroleum business from its in- 
ception until a year or so ago, when he en- 
gaged in other pursuitsat Pittsburg. He was 
located at Petrolia forseveral years, during the 
excitement in Butler county, but his family 
lived in Ol] City, and he always considered that 
place bishome. He was for several years seo- 


retary of the Oil City Petroleum Exchange. 
The Franklin News pertinently remarks that 
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in time people in the natural gas region will 
probably learn that accidental fires are just as 
Hable to arise from gas fuel as from coal. The 
danger is even greater. If too strong a coal 
fire is built and neglected it will soon begin to 
exhaust, and thus correct itself. Butif the gas 
be carelessly turned on too strong and tben left 
to itself, it will remain too strong; in fect the 
heat becomes cumulative, increasing like that 
of a lamp in which the wick is too high. The 
gas fire is a constant and permeating heat. The 
secret of amp explosions and mysterious base- 
ment fires is not hard to find, and housekeepers 
and janitors may well bear in mind these pre- 
cautionary hints. Gas fires and petroleum 
lights, sensibly managed, are the best and as 
safe as any in the world. 

Early Tuesday morning of last week the in- 
habitants of Oil City were startled by a terrific 
explosion. Inquiry elicited the fact that M. 
Braunchweiger, Jr., had just completed a rig 
and intended starting the drill on a lease about 
a mile up Holliday run. Some persons who 
disapproved of any drilling placed a quantity 
of nitro-glycerine under the derrick and blew 
it, together witb the whole house and a portion 
of the engine house,into fragments. A can 
containing eight quarts of the explosive was 
found under one of the derrick sills. It had 
failed to explode, probably owing to the fact 
that it was frozen solid. Who the perpetrators 
are there is not the slightest clue, but a reward 
has been offered for their apprehension. The 
pecuniary loss is small, probably not over $300. 
Fortunately no one was seriously injured. 








CHICAGO LETTER. 


Special correspondence of the REPORTER. 





CHICAGO, Mar. 3, 1888. 

Outside of a very limited demand, from coun- 
try consumers, for linseed oil in smal! lots, the 
market for that commodity may be pro- 
nounced dull. In view of such a state of af- 
fairs, it is not surprising that prices have not 
advanced. An advancing market on a de- 
clining inquiry would bean anomaly even to 
veteran observers, or—as one of the men prom- 
inently identified with the industry remarked 
yesterday—‘‘as inconsistent as tariff amend- 
ments.” Brokers‘are urging customers to buy, 
but the latter failto respond. Just why the 
demand should be so languid at this season of 
the year when inquiry is usually very active, 
appears, at first sight, a somewhat puzzling 
problem, and yet the causes are not too re- 
mote to be discovered. In the first place, the 
present may be correctly described as the first 
season in many years in which consumers have 
been unable to place their orders early in 
March and order oil in quantities and at times 
which best suited their convenience. To-day, 
it may be confidently asserted that throughout 
the entire west there cannot be purchased one 
gallon Of linseed oil for future delivery. This 
fact is chiefly due to two causes—the harmon- 
izing of differences between crushers, and the 
prospective difficulty in obtaining an adequate 
supply of seed. In the second place, the delay 
in inquiries for paints exerts an unfavorable 
reflex influence upon the oil market. 

Cake is moving from the West to foreign 
ports with some freedom. The New York 
market offers no inducement to crushers, who 
say that they readily obtain better prices either 
near home or abroad. 

FLAXSEED. 

Considered as a whole, the market for the 
week has presented few salient features of in- 
terest. Receipts have fallen off as compared 
with the week preceding; 26,985 bushels having 
been reported this week, as against 32,772 
bushels one week ago. This proportion of de- 
crease is contirmed by the official statement of 
the inspector, his report indicating the arrival 
of 46 cars during the last six days, which state- 
ment shows a falling off of 15 cars when a com- 
parison is drawn between the two weeks. 
During the correspondiug week of last year 
the receipts amounted to 29,012 bushels, or 2,027 
bushels more than those of the week just 
closed. At the beginning of the week there 
were 189,439 bushels of seed in store in public 
elevators, as against 203,614 bushels one week 
ago, and 287,/63 bushels (besides 132,94} bushels 
afloat) on the corresponding date in 1887. That 
the next official statement will show a further 
diminution in the visible supply of seed would 
seem to be indicated by the fact that the week’s 
shipments (33,856 bushels) have exceeded the 
receipts by 6,871 bushels. 

The demand for the week has been active, 
and may be claesed under three principal cate- 
gories: (1) Local crushers, who were anxious to 
take the surplus(?) and who absorbed pretty 
much all of the r jected seed arrived; (2) a light 
shipping demand which, as a rule, was not 
filled; (3) @ steady inquiry for No, lseed to go 
to store—for the purpose, evidently, of carry- 
ing the seed until the opening of navigation. 
As regards the course of the market there has 
been but a nominal fluctuation. Opening at 
$1 45 on Monday, cash seed closed to-day at the 
same figures. The total range for February has 
been $1 43%@1 4634, while to-day’s market 
closed at $145. Open and reported sales on the 
floor of ’Change during the week have aggre- 
gated 41 cars of cash (including 9 cars of re- 
jected and one of “no grade); 2,500 bushels of 
March, and 1,000 bushels of May. 

OILS, 

Cotton oil is dull,—if not absolutely flat, 
Buyers have practically deserted the market, 
and unless they manifest their presence 
before long by renewed inquiries, there does 
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not seem to be any reason to anticipate any 
stiffening of prices, 

Lard oil, contrary to the expectations of 
some interested observers, has simply held its 
own during the past week. The demand has 
been normal, but while it has been about equal 
to the output, it has proceeded, mainly, from 
Eastern compounders. The local demand 
in the West has exhibited a trifling dim- 
inution and it is undoubtedly true that a very 
considerable proportion of the oil sold here 
will ultimately reach some foreign port. Of 
course, lard ofl responds quickly to fluctua- 
tions in lard, but at the same time the variations 
in price do not “keep equal step.” Of direct 
inquiry for export, there is comparatively lit- 
tle. Melters, however, are not curtailing pro- 
duction, and even Diogenes with his lantern 
could not find a refiner who is disposed to take 
a dismal view of the future. 

Private (but authoritative) information from 
Holland by cable has tendered measurably to 
check production of oleo oli and certainly to 
curtail exportation. Exporters refer to the 
strike upon the C. B. & Q, system by way of 
explanation, but the fact remains that notwith- 
standing tolerably heavy sales in Rotterdam 
during the past six days, the visil:le supply of 
oleo in Holland to-day is estimated at 10,900 
tierces, and the demand abroad is for regular 
No. land second grades only, extra grades 
being entirely ignored. The local market con- 
tinues flat, and Chicago quotations are merely 
nominal. 

PAINTS. 

The current month has not opened with the 
activity usually incident to the season. The 
customary spring demand comparatively lags, 
and the reasons are those set forth a week ago. 
Manufacturers and jobbers manifest a deter- 
mination to adhere to a schedule of prices 
which promises more adequate returns for 
necessary outlay than could be derived from 
an adherence to the price list of last year. On 
the other hand, retailers at interior points, 
when informed of the advance, as a rule stren- 
ously object, and usually allege that some 
competing house (whose name they eedulously 
refrain from mentioning) is offering to sell on 
the terms which ruled in 1887. Chicago houses 
usually read this final argument for reduction, 
adduced by the consumer, with more or less 
distrust of the writer’s veracity. It may be 
that im a few isolated instances individual con- 
cerns have offered to negotiate sales at last 
year’s figures—aub rosa—but that propositions 
of this character have been made with even a 
tolerable degree of freedom is not generally 
believed here. So far as the leading city 
houges are concerned, while they are far from 
being as busy as spring trade in its normal 
state of activity would effect, they are as a rule 
determined on securing prices proportioned to 
the rise in raw materials, and just now it looks 
as though union and determination would ac- 
complish the desired result. As regards both 
white lead and linseed oil, the tendency of trade 
seems to be toward direct transactions between 
producers and consumers, This state of affairs 
is, on the whole, unsatisfactory to both manu- 
facturers and jobbers. Crushers, certainly, 
and corroders, asa rule, would prefer to deal 
with the middlemen, who, asa class, are more 
responsible, financially speaking. Sales to re- 
tailers directly necessitate a multiplication of 
small accounts, some of which are likely to be 
ultimately carried to the debit side of the 
“profit and loss” account. As regards linseed 
oil, jobbers have the benefit of the sliding 
scale of prices, but in respect to white 
lead, it may be alleged without fear of 
successful controversion that every keg sold 
by a jobbing concern in this city is sold ata 
loss—trivial, it is true, but no less actual. White 
lead, indeed, yet remains at once an enigma, 
and the “fly in the ointwent’’ to Western deal- 
ers in paints. Cutting is still going on, and 
what puzzles the intellect of the ordinary man 
is how corroders manage to sell to-day at 534c, 
with oil at 58c and pig lead at 4 90c, when there 
still linger the echoes of their earnest asseyera- 
tion that with oil at 380 and pig at 420c they 
were losing money by selling white lead at 6}¢c. 
An interesting bit of gossip has been floating 
around this week, to the effect that one of the 
leading corroding firms west of the Mississippi» 
after signifying his willingness to attend a pro- 
posed conference of the trade, cancelled his 
letter of acceptance on learning of the precise 
attitude of one of his principal business com- 
petitors. It is now said that the conference 
will not be held. Meanwhile, charges of under- 
selling are met by counter-charges of *‘invasion 
of territory,” and on the wholethe impartial 
spectator is tempted to say that “by St. Paul, 
the fight goes bravely on.” 

DRUGS, 

Opium ie, if anything, weaker than a week 
ago. The demand is comparatively flat, and 
even some of those who have been patiently 
waiting in a listening attitude to discover the 
first signs of a revival of activity, can detect 
no symptoms of improvement in Western 
markets. Quinine manifests no _ special 
strength. The conviction seems to be gaining 
ground here that the reports of the purchase 
by the syndicate have been, possibly, some- 
what exaggerated as to the quantity pur- 
chased, At the same time, some improvement 
in inquiry usually occurs about this season; 


outside of the natural result which might be 
supposed to follow from this circumstance, no 
one in Chicago anticipates any noteworthy ap- 
preciation, even in firmness of quotations, 
Considered as a whole, the genera! list remains 
reasonably firm, with a noteworthy steadiness 
in camphor and other disinfectants.—CaLUMET. 





CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


Cacao Butter—The assessment by collector 
at Philadelphia at 25 per cent ad valorem on 
so-called cacao batter, claimed to be dutiable 
as cacao prepared at 2 cents per Ib. is affirmed 
on the appeal of Croft & Allen, per Darien, 
Nov. 18, 1887. (Feb. 25.) 


The Treasury Department has decided that 
certain Chinese pills imported at San Francisco 
are dutiable at the rate of 55 per cent ad va- 
lorem as proprietary preparations, and not at 
the rate of 25 per cent ad valorem as non-pro- 
prietary pills not especially enumereted aw 
claimed by the importers. 


Aniline Dyes—Acting Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Thompson has transmitted to Collector 
Saltonstall a copy of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the case of Uollector A. W. 
Beard, plaintiff in error, against Thomas C. 
Porter, W. H. Cades, 8. H. Austin and others, 
defendants in error. This suit was uriginally 
tried in the U. 8. Circuit Court for the District 
of Massachusetts. The question involved was 
as to the legality of the liquidation of certain 
entries ol aniline dyes imported into Boston in 
May, June, July, August, September, 1878, 
when liquidation occurred more than one year 
after the date of the first liquidation of the 
entries, and resulted in the assessment of addi- 
tional duties on the merchandise, which were 
thereupon paid by the plaintiffs under protest 
and appeal. The Supreme Court affirms the 
decision of the court below and holds that 
such liquidation was erroneous, and that the 
additional duties assessed and paid on such 
liquidation were erroneously exacted and 
should be refunded to the importers with in- 
terest and costs. The opinion of the court is 
that, under the provisions of section 21, of the 
act of June 22, 1574, the first liquidation and 
the payment of the duties thereunder, which 
occurred more than one year prior to the date 
of liquidation, constituted a settlement of the 
duties. 

The Treasury department recently submitted 
to the Artorney-General the question as to 
whether customs officers should respect attach- 
ments on imported merchandise in the custody 
of the Unfted States. The Attorney-General, 
in reply, takes the ground that under the law 
the lien of the United States and the right to 
the possession of the goods for its enforcement, 
have precedence over every other lien and 
right, and that untill that right has terminated 
no Jawful interference can be made with the 
possession of the officers of the customs, and 
the officers of the customs are not required to 
recognize such attachments. The Attorney- 
General further advises that the officers of the 
customs should not be involved in the litiga- 
tion of private persons with reference to their 
rights in imported merchandise, nor can they 
be required to hold the goods after the right 
of the United States shall have been discharged, 
excepting inthe single instance of liens for 
freight. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Canary Seed. 
CAUSES OF ITS DECADENCE AS A SPEC- 
OLATIVE COMMODITY. 

“Canary seed seems to have lost its attrac- 
tions for speculators,” said a leading dealer in 
bird seeds toa REPORTER representative the 
other day. “A few years ago the sale of a 5,000 
bag lot was considered nothing extraordinary, 
and the seed changed ownership many times 
before it finally found its way iuto the consum- 
ing trade. Now,a sale of 1,000 bags is looked 
upon as a big thing and isa rarity. Why is this 
so? Well, it is one of the evidences of the 
changed methods of doing business in the drug 
trade. Outside of a few of the big jobbing 
houses, nobody seems to have epvough back- 
bone to speculate in staples, and we don’t often 
hear o7 those trausactions which used to make 
business lively for the brokers. People have 
got into the habit of buying goods as they need 
them. That is, they order from day to day, or 
from week to week, about as much of any par- 
ticular article as they think they will be able 
to sell during the interim. Thus they save the 
cost of carrying Jarge stocks, and avoid the 
risk of having a large stock left on their hands 
at the end of the season.” 

“Another reason why there are fewer large 
transactions in the market than formerly, is 
that the western jobbers of late years have 
taken to ordering their supplies direct from 
the primary markets, wherever thpy can do so 
advantageously. Take the businessin canary 
seed for example.A few years ago we had thirty 
or forty regular customers on our books. Now 
the number is reduced to less than ten, still 
just as much canary seed is imported now as 
in former years if not more,but it goes through 
other channels.’”’ Asa matter of curiosity the 
reporter looked up the custom statistics for the 
last eight yeare, and tound that with two ex- 
ceptions the imports for the fiscal year endirg 
June 30, 1887, were the smallest of any during 
that period. Here isa table showing the re 
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Going back still further it is found that the 
imports during the fiscal year of 1886 were the 
largest on record in eleven years, and probably 
were never exceeded in any one year. This 
may account to some extent for the depression 
in the market this year, but it must be admit- 
ted that the causes assigned by our friend, the 
dealer, have had nota little to do with it. Lat- 
terly an attempt has been made to get up a 
little excitement in the canary seed market, 
but the speculative buyers seem to have been 
too anxious to realize, and the result is a col- 
lapse of the boom. Seed that sold a week or 80 
ago for two and three-quarters to two and 
seven-eighths cents has been bought within a 
day or two, for two and a half cents. It is pos- 
sible, however, that the depression is of a tem- 
porary character, and that as soon as the weak 
holders have sold out, better prices may be 
realized, 
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The Fisheries Treaty Uncertain. 


Careful investigation shows that the action of 
the Senate on the Fisheries Treaty is very 
doubtful. The New England Senators, who 
oppose it most earnestly, are confident that the 
necessary vote for ratification cannot be &e- 
cured ; but it cannot be learned that they have 
definite information as to what this vote will 
be. Their purpose and effort are to make it 
appear that party lines can be drawn with pol- 
itical advantage, with the assertion made that 
the Administration has yielded unduly to Brit- 
ish influence and secured inadequate recog- 
nition of American rights. 

On the other hand. Secretery Bayard is quite 
contident that the treaty will be ratified, and is 
convinced that the Republicans of the Senate 
cannot afford to make a political issue of this 
solution of the long standing and serious dip- 
lomatic disputes, which have for more than 
half a century been a source of trouble and 
detrimental to the interests of both nations. 
Secretary Bayard is entirely satisfied that pop- 
ular sentiment overwhelmingiy supports the 
treaty and accepts it as a just and reasonable 
agreement. He believes that its ratification is 
at the worst only a question of time. The dis- 
cussion in the Senate has only proceeeed far 
enough to show the earnestness and partisan 
bitterness of the opposition without revealing 
its numerical strength or affording an indi- 
cation of the result.

The Choloform Case. 


TO BE APPEALED TO THE U. 8, SUPREME 
COURT. 


It appears from a circular just issued by 
Mesars. Roeesaler & Hasslacher, defendants in 
the chloroform suit recently decided in the 
United States Circuit Court, that they will take 
an appeal from that decision to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. Tbis statement is 
accompanied by an explanation which the sub- 
scribers to the circular think has been made 
necessary by the recent announcement made 
by Messrs. Michaelis and Meyer, in whose favor 
the decree abuve referred to was granted. This 
explanation is to the effect that at the last 
hearing had relative to the decree, the court 
stated: 

“It isso clear that it is unnecessary to state 
that every such decree as this implies a 
proviso, with as much force as if it was 
expressed that he (the defendant) does not 
interfere by using any process other than 
that covered by the patent, He may manu 
facture chloroform as it was manufactured 
before. He may manufacture acetone and 
he may manufacture chloroform from it.” 

Messrs, Roessler & Hasslacher state that the 
decree does not interfere with the manufacture 
of chloroform from acetone. since it refers 
only to the second claim of the patent, which 
is for the for the production of chloroform 
**from the liquid products resulting from the 
dry distillation of cruac acetates at high tem- 
peratures by subjecting said liquid products to 
the action of a hypochiorite and removing the 
chlorotorm therefrom by distillation substan- 
tially as described.” The specification of the 
patent, the circular continues. provided, on 
page 2, line 40, that acetone might even be dis- 
carded withvut departing from the principle of 
the invention of the patent. 

It is further claimed by the defendants that 
during the cross-examination of an expert wit- 
ness for the complainants, he, the witness, 
when asked the question, * What are the lijuid 
products which are referred to in said second 
claim, as .you understand the claim?” replied, 
*All the liquid products other than acetone ob- 
tained by the destructive distillation of lime 
substantially in the manner described.” From 
the foregoing Messrs. Koessler & Hasslacher 
consider it c.ear, that if they restrict them- 
selves to the manufacture of chloroform from 
acetone only. they will be proceeding in full 
harmony with the court, whose decision and 
decree they mean to obey in spirit as well as 
in letter. They will rigidly adhere, they say, 
to the manufacture of chloroform from ace- 
tone on!y, and in pursuing that course neither 
they nor their customers, they are confident, 
will bave anything to fear. Their circular 
closes with the assertion that they will manu- 
facture chloroform of the U, 3, P. standard, 
equal in quality to that which they have here- 
tofore supplied the trade.

Proprietary Medicine Men Aroused, 


Some time ago Assemblyman J. Wesley 
Smith, of New York, introduced a bill in the 
Albany legislature making it unlawful for the 
manutacturers of proprietary medicines to eell 
them unless they should first reveal to the 
State Board of Health the formula of the in- 
gredicnts composing them. There was a fur- 
ther requirement that none of these medicines 
should be sold unless the bottles containing 
them should each have printed upon the wrap- 
per in the English language a statement of the 
ingredients. On February 28 the committee 
on general laws gave a bearing on this bill and 
there appeared in opposition to it Dr. R. V. 
Pierce, Dr. 8. Humphrey, Dr. M. W. Fenner 
and Dr. J. D. Hodge. They submitted a state- 
ment showing that in New York State there 
are 108 manufactories of patent medicines 
which employ a capital of $3,512,430, and yearly 
manufacture medicines worth $1,339,178. The 
value <f all this property would be destroyed, 
they said, if ite owners were compelled to re- 
veal their trade secrets. In all the United 
States there were 563 proprietary medicine 
manufactories, employing $10,620,880 capital, 
and having a yearly output of medicine to the 
value of $14,682,492. The bill was a blow at all 
this vast business interest. Addresses were 
made by Dr. Pierce, Dr. Humphrey, Dr. Fen- 
nerand Dr. Hodge. Dr. Pierce, the chief 
speaker, said:— 

There has rarely been a more outrageous 
measure introduced in the Legislature. Itisa 
measure to put money into the pockets of 
ignorant druggists, and to confiscate one-half 
of the stock of the druggists of the United 
States. I hope, gentlemen, you will be slow to 
give your influence tosuch abill. It is urged 
that proprietary medicines are harmful. I 
have not heard such a complaint. I challenge 
any one to show that these medicines have 
ever killed or harmed any one. Few physicians 
would submit to suchatest. Itis preposterous 
for us to print the names of the drugs we use 
on the labels of our bottles. If we should I 
fear the Greek names would raise Cicero from 
the dead. Can it be that the Legislature would 
put such an absolute power as this in the hands 
of the State Boardof Health? That Board is 
composed of aliopathists. What sort of confi- 
dence would any frieud of Dr. Humphreys have 
that such a Board would decide fairly on his 
homcepathic medicines? Why, there are 5,000 
proprietary medicires. Of course any allo- 
pathic board of physicians would say that ali 
homepathic medicines are useless. Would you 
Aestroy all proprietary medicines at @ blow? 
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The real intent Of this bill, in my opinion, is to 
destroy the sale of proprietary medicines. It 
is well known that people are on their guard 
against counterfeits of proprietary medicines. 
They notice at once any change in labels. If 
we should have to change all our labels we 
would be subjected to a loss of hundredsof 
thousands of dollars by peopie distrusting the 
genuineness of the preparation. Thelabels are 
all registered at Washington and are our pat- 
ent right.

Congress on Trusts. 


Mr. O. B. Thomas’s bill in reiation to trusts 
declares it unlawful for any trust to ship or 
transport from on+ State to another, or to any 
foreign country, or from such foreign country 
to a State in the United States, any article of 
merchandise, purchased, controlled or ac- 
quired, held or used, with the intent to unduly 
enhance the price of such article in the market 
orto the consumer. Violation of the law is 
made punishable by imprisonment for not less 
than two years nor more than five years. 

In the House on Monday Mr. Breckinridge, 
of Kentucky, introduced a bili to declare trusts 
unlawful, and to admit certain imports duty 
free. It provides that whenever any article or 
product, when mined, made or manufactured 
in any foreign country, and imported into the 
United States, issubject to a duty, it shail be 
unlawful for any persons, corporations or as- 
sociations, engaged in the mining, making or 
manufacturing of such article or product in 
the United states to enter into a cuntract, 
agreement, pool, combination, trust, associa- 
tion or understanding to control the quantity, 
number or value of products produced or the 
division of the profits, and those who, Ly the 
terins of such agreement, refrain from the sale 
of such article or product, shall be prosecuted 
by indictment in any court of the United States 
and may be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$10,000 or imprisonment not exceeding one 
year, or both. 

It is also provided that when such trusts, 
combinations, &c., are entered into, on articles 
subject to import duty, such articles shail be 
admitted into the United States during the 
continuance of the trust free of duty: Pro- 
vided that the trust controls 65 per cent ofsuch 
article imported into the United States, or 65 
per cent of the aggregate amount imported or 
produced in the United States. 
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- Mixing Cotton Oil with Tallow. 


Mr. Rowland Williams, F.I.C., F.C.8., analyti- 
cal and consulting chemist, Manchester, read a 
paper before the Society of Chemical Industry 
at Manchester on the 7th inst. ov adulterating 
tallow with cotton oil. In the course of the 
paper, which attracted much attention, Mr. 
Williams said it might seem d flicult, if not im- 
possible, to add any considerable quantity of 
cottonseed oil to tallow without the risk of be- 
traying its presence to the consumer, owing to 
the apparent probability of reducing the con- 
sistency avd altering the general appearance 
of the wixture to a serious extent. It was, 
however, easy to introduce 40 per cent. of cot- 
tonseed oll into tallow without much fear of 
detection otherwise than by chemica) analysis. 
When he mentioned that cottonseed oil was 
comparatively lower in price than good tallow, 
it would be at once seen that there was plenty 
of scope for profitable adulteration by dis- 
honest tallow merchants. He said without 
hesitation that at the present time tal- 
low was very largely adulterated both 
with cottonseed oil und cottonseed stearine 
During the past year he had received a large 
number of samples of tallow for analysis from 
different firms, and while most of the samples 
proved to be fairly good commercial tallow, 
several of them were undoubtedly adulterated 
with cottonseed oil. Tallow of this kind was 
obviously less suitable for soap-making, sizing 
and lubricating purposes than genuine tallow. 
The melting point of genuine tallow varied in 
different samples, according to the nature and 
part of the animal whence the fat was derived. 
Tallow required from 19°8 to 19°8 per cent. of 
caustic potash for saponification, whilst cot- 
tonseed oil required from 19°1 to 19°6 per cent. 
Mr. Williams then described some methods by 
which cottonseed oil could easily be detected. 
It was well known, he said, to those who had 
bad much experience in the analysis of oils and 
fate, that tallow had a comparatively low 
iodine equivalent, whilst that of cottonseed oil 
was rather high, being,in fact, 2} times as 
great as that of tallow. It seemed probable, 
therefore, that the determination of theiodine 
absorption of tallow would indicate its purity 
or otherwise, and on investigation this proved 
to be the case. Experiments he had made 
showed by careful comparison of all the re- 
sults that each percentage of iodine absorbed 
in excess of that required by pure tallow 
indicated admixture with about l}g per cent, of 
cottonseed oil. This, of course, only held good 
in the absence of other oils, such as linseed or 
rape, which absorbed large amounts of iodine, 
but adulteration with these oils was much 
more rare than sophistication with cottonseed 
oil. Linseed oil would be detected oy the in- 





crease¢ specific gravity of the tallow at 212 
deg. Fabr., whilst rape oil would be indicated 
by the low percentage of caustic potash re- 
quired for saponification, and also by the low 
melting point of the resulting fatty acids. In 
conclusion, he would strongly impress upon 
analysts the desirability of applying the iodine 











test in the examination of tallow, as no sample 
would thereby be condemned, while on the 
other hand, adulteration with so small a pro- 
portion as 5 per cent. of cottonseed oil could 
hardly escape detection.

Commercial Travelers’ License. 


The regular meeting of the Travelers’Protec- 
tive Association was held at the Morton House 
last week. The most important matter 
that came up was in relation to taxation of 
commercial travelers in the South, which was 
freely disoussed. Mr. Nathaniel Jay Rice, 
president of the organization, spoke at length 
in explaining and indorsing the bill recently 
introduced in Congress by the Hon. John M. 
Farquhar, of Buffalo, and was followed in the 
same line by vice president G. F. Corbiere and 
others. A resolution was passed requesting 
merchants generally to co-operate as their in- 
terests and those of the association are identi- 
cal. A special committee was selected at the 
meeting consisting of Messrs. Rice, Corbiere 
and Constable to visit Washington next week 
in order to learn the present position of the bill 
of Mr. Farquhar and to urge Congress to enact 
a law which will probibit the enforcement of 
State laws or city ordinances which have been 
declared unconstitutional by the highest tribu- 
nal in the land.

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Secrets of the Trust. 


TRUSTEE JOHN D. ARCHBOLD BEFORE 
THE SENATE COMMITTEE, 


As the legislators and the public are just now 
absorbed in an examination of trusts the fol- 
lowing testimony of Mr, John D. Archbold of 
the Standard Oil Trust, before the committee 
of the New York Senate will be read with in- 
terest, The whole of Mr. Archbold’s testimony 
is herewith given verbatum : 

Mr. Archbold, you are connected with the 
Standard Oil Trust? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You are one of its trustees? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And how long have you beensuch. A. 
Since its formation. 

Q. You are familiar with its affaira and the 
way in which its business has been conducted? 
A. lam, 

Q. You bave heard Mr. Rockfeller’s testi- 
mony here to-day, have you? A. I have, sir. 

Q. Without going into details, does his state- 
ment, 80 far as it relates to facts—distinguish- 
ing that from information—agree with your 
knowledge of the facts, or is there apy respect 
in which would change or correct it, so far as 
you recollect it? A. Only the ore question. 

Q. As to everything else you would give the 
same testimony? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, then, there was an agreement en- 
tered into Jast year which related to produc- 
tion—that was made with producers? A, There 
was. 

Q. Please tell the committee what that agree- 
ment was? A. We were waited upon during the 
past summer by a committee representing the 
producing interest, who stated to us that, asa 
result of the overproduction of the past several 
years, the price of the crude oil had fallen to 
abnormally low and unprofitable point; and 
they came for the purpose of discussing with 
us the question as to whether they could not, 
by a temporary restriction of production, 
bring about a better condition in that price. 
They came to us to know whether we would 
co-operate to that end—whether we would do 
anything to prevent them from inaugurating a 
movement to that end. We told them we 
would do nothing to prevent them; that we 
would not standin the way of a movement ot 
that kind on their part; that we recognized that 
the price of the crude oil was very low, and 
that we would be glad to see a better condition 
of affairs come about in the oil proaucing 
regions. As a result of the discussions with 
them, which covered a considerable period of 
time, they did inaugurate such a movement, 
we contributing only, on our part, to the ex- 
tent of selling tothem a quantity of crude oil 
to be delivered at the end or during the period 
of the movement. 

Q. You sold them the oil? A. Weaold them 
a quantity of oil at the then price. 

Q. To be delivered? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. At whattime? A. To be delivered at the 
end of a year, or within a year, if the move- 
ment progressed. 

Q. And you sold it at the then price, they ex- 
pecting to get the advantage of the increase of 
price? A. Their argument with us being that, 
if they made a temporary sacrifice in the re- 
striction of their production, they ought to 
have some profit from that movement. 

Q. How much oil did you se!! them? 
soid them five millions of barrels. 

Q. And you agreed to hold that—to carry it, 
as the stock brokers would say, I suppose—un- 
til they called for it; their call to come within 
ayear? A. Their call to come within a year. 

Q. At what price did they sell it? A. The 
price was about 62 cents. 

Q. Did they pay anything on account? A- 
Nogsir, 


A. We 
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Q. You hadalong margin? A. We had no 
margin. 

Q. And were they to pay interest on the pur- 
chase-price down to the time they took it? A. 
They were to pay interest and the storage 
charge and the cost of carrying. 

Q. When was that arrangement made? 
began on the Ist of November last. 

Q. The agreement was perfected before that

time? A. The agreement was made before 
that. 

Q. At that time what was the priee of crude 
oil? A. 62 cents, 


Q. And now what isit? A. About 90 cents. 

Q. Did those producers come to the Standard 
Oil Co., through any instigation or move- 
ment, direct or indirect, set on foot by the 
Standard Oil Trust or any representative of 
it? A. It was entirely of their own volition. 

Q. Who were the parties who so came? 
By name? 

Q. Yes, or give us the gentlemen whom they 
represented. A. They purported to represent, 
and undoubtedly did represent, the great ma- 
jority of the petroleum producers. 

Q. Can you give us any of the names? A, 
Yes, sir. : 

Q. There was a written agreement made, I 
suppose? A. There was a memvurandum made. 

Q. And how many signed it on the part of the 
producers? <A. There were several thousand 
who signed it on the part of the producers. 

Q. Specifically by name? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And they agreed, on the one side, to buy; 
and who agreed to seli? A. We gave them the 
option to buy. 

Q. Yes? <A. The selling party, the Standard 
Oil Company of New York. 

Q. You gave them the option to sell? A. Yes. 

Q. Therefore you were bound to carry five 
miliion barrels of oil? A. Five million barrels 
of oil. 

Q. (Continuing) —fora year, or they were to 
have the option at any time within a year to 
take it at 624 centé plus the interest and trans- 
portation; and you got for that no pecuniary 
return, directiy? A. No. 

Q. You got merely the consideration of mak- 
ing the arrangement on the advance? A. Yes, 
sir. 

Q. Do you know what was the inducement 
to the Standard Oil Company of New York, or 
the Standard Ojl Trust, to enter into such an 
arrapgement as that? A. The inducement was 
for the purpose of accomplishing a harmoni- 
ous feeling as between the interests of the 
Standa.d Oil Trust and the producers of petro- 
leum. There was great distress throughout 
the oil producing region, and as an instance of 
that distress there was an outcry that our in- 
terests were getting a return that theirs was 
not, from the business, and we did know, asa 
matter of fact, thatthe oil producing interest 
was abnormally depressed; and we felt it to be 
to the interests of the American oil industry 
that a reasonable price should be had by the 
producer for the crude material,and we were 
glad to co-operate to that end. 

Q. By advancing the price of the crude ma- 
terial you necessarily would advance the price 
of the refined product? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Then, if that isso, what was the effect of 
that arrangement, advancing the price of the 
refined petroleum, upon the commodities which 
you were engaged in producing for the foreign 
markets in competition with the Russian oil? 
A. It worked, in that respect, a hardship on us 
that we recognize,and that we are feeling 
somewhat the cffect of,in our competition 
with foreign petroleum, 

Q. And bave your prices for the oil that 
comes into competition with the Russian oil 
been advanced proportionately to the advance 
in crude petroleum? A. No, sir; we have made 
sacrifices in certain markete, where the Rus- 
sians have been most active, by sacrificing 
almost wholly,in many instances, our profit; 
in many instances, indeed, we have entirely 
sacrificed our profit for the sake of holding the 
market. : 

Q. What markets do you referto? A. Well, 
the Turkish market more particularly. 

Q. You are contesting the markets there? 
Yes, sir; in Austria, Hungary and Turkey. 

Q. In the Turkish markets the Russians are 
almost to the Black Sea? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. They have pipe iines? A. They have pipe 
lines on the way; they have local! pipe lines, 

Q. But no pipes from the wells at the Black 
Sex? A. Not yet. 

Q. The Russian sales are at Batoum? A. 
They are at Batoum. 

Q. How far from the Biack Sea? A. Batoum 
is the port, and about a distance of four hun- 
dred miles. 

Q. From the rfoint of production? 
sir 


Q. And there they are building pipe lines 
over? A. They are building pipe lines over. 

Q. Mr. Choate suggests that there is probably 
something else you would like toexplain. A.

Q. How do the wages of the mechanics run? 
A. We think they are better than the average. 

Q. What do you pay? A. Well, we pay from 
$1.50 to $3. 

Q. One dollar and a half isthe lowest? A. 
One dollar and a half is the lowest. 

Q. Have you any skillea mechanic in your 
employ or any laborer who gets less than that? 
A. I don’t know of any laborer who gets lower. 
I speak of thatas the lowest rung. I will say 
that during the year that I have beea connected 
with them we have haa almost universal con- 
tentment with our labor; we think we havea 
record in that respect to be proud of. 

By Mr. Lanbein—Q. What is the rate of wages 
paid to coopers? A. For coopers I think the 
price well average from $2.50 to $4 a day. They 
work, as a rule, by the piece, 

By Mr. Coggesball—Q. Was or was not the 
organization of this truest designed to enable 
the trust or the oil interest to more successfully 
compete with foreign dealers? A. Its purpose 
was to promote the American Oil Industry by 
the exploitation of the markets of the world, 
and by the inauguration of the best possible 
economiesin doing that business as a whole. 

Q. Was it not todo away with competition? 
A. No, sir, that was not the object. 

-By Mr. Linson—Q. Has it not had that effect? 
A. I don’t think it bas, 

Q. Wasn’t it designed to drive others out of 
the business, and has it not donego? a. I 
don’t think go, 

Q. Has there not been a single instance of 
that kind? A, There have been people in this 
business, as In any other, who have failed 
through lack of business ability; they have not 
been able to compete witb. others in the field, 
and that is true of all business. 

Q. And you regard the success you have met 
with as more due to the effect of your organi- 
zation than competitition? A. I believe that 
we do embody the best talent of the oil business, 

Q. Don’t you think that such large capital as 
yours would be bound to succeed as against 
weaker organizations? A. If it had not the 
best talent, it could not have commanded the 
capital, and if it had not served the people bet- 

ter than others, it could not have survived.

By Col. Bliss—Q. I understood you to say 
that without the large capital you could not 
have commanded the talent and ability that 
you have; is that it?

A. It was originally supposed that that would 
be the simplest method of holding all the in- 
terests of the different States. Later we 
changed our views about that, and concluded 
to continue in many cases corporations already 
existing. 

Q. So that your idea was that all the interest 
of your company in each particular State 
should be placed under the management of & 
Standard Oll Company? A. Of that State. 

Q. And you abandoned that? A. We aban- 
doned that theory. 

Q. Now, are any of these partnerships still 
existing? A. They are partnerships only in the 
sense that Mr. Dodd explained. In Pennsyl- 
vania there is a law which provides for a cor- 
poration known as ‘a limited partnership 
corporation.” It is only in that State that 
such @ partnership exista. They are, to all in- 
tents and purposes, corporations, in that they 
issue stock, bave a board of directors, and 
have all the ordinary constituents of a corpor- 
ation. 

Q. So that all the subject enterprises of the 
nine trustees are really corporations? A. They 
are really corporations, represented by the 
stock, 

Q. You are familiar with the motives in the 
drawing of this instrument? A. I think I am. 

Q. How did they settle upon the amount of 
capital or the stock which these enterprises 
have in the trust? A. By the valuation of 
properties as they at that time existed. 

Q. And were those valuations larger or 
smaller than the actual value? A. Our ideas 
were that these figures represented a conserva- 
tive value. 

Q. This valuation given to the properties of 
the several companies, what relation did it bear 
to the stock on the market atthattime? A. 
Senator, there was no market at that time for 
that class of stoek. This has been a piece of 
faith from the start. 

Q. You had to take iton trust? A. We had 
to take it on trust. 

“ TURN ON THE LIGHT. " 


In addition to the testimony of President 
Kockefeller of the Standard O/l Trust as given 
in last week’s REPORTER the following, 
should be read carefully by all who de- 
sire to get the facts concerning, not only 
the greatest of all existing trusts, but the sys- 
tem as well which underlies them all, Con- 
cerning the methods of trust management the 
following questions were propounded to Presi- 
dent Rockefeller: 

Q. When these trustees meet and act, the 
majority vote controls the board? A. Itis 
democratic. 

Q. Do they keep a record of their proceed- 
ings? A. They do. 

Q. Where is that record? A. In the record 
book; in the secretary’s book. 

Q. Have you any objection to this commit- 
tee’s seeing the record of the proceedings of 
these trustees in the city of New York? A. It 
seems to me that it would be objectionable to 
any business concern. 

Q. I ask whether you object to producing the 
record of the proceedings of these trustees 
during the last year? A. I am not prepared to 
say, now, that I would object; I am not pre- 
pared to say that I would feel that it was the 
proper thing to do; we come here with a desire 
to say everything and do everything that the 
gentiemen from the Senate could reasonably 
require of us to do; that has been our purpose. 

Gen. Prior—Well, I shall ask the committee 
to direct that the record of the proceedings of 
these trustees for the past year be produced 
before the committee. 

Mr. Choate—I shall ask the committee not to 
make any such direction as that, as not being 
necessary or being within the scope of their 
duties, 

Col. Bliss: I shall ask the committee to act 
upon that subject in executive session. 

Q. You are the president of the Standard Oil 
Company of Ohio, I think you said? A. Yes. 

Q. And you get a salary as president? A, 
Yes, sir. 

Q. What is the amount of that salary ? 

Chairman Arnold: That is one of the ques- 
tions that Mr. Rockfeller desired to reserve 
until he consulted counsel; and he would like 
to consult counsel on all these reserved ques- 
tions. 

Q. These eight gentlemen are the trustees Of 


Q. Yes; and did not come of them go into the 


in your business in 1887? A. Well, perhaps 





this ninety millions of stock turned into trusts? |) 


A. They are. 

Q. And they, individually, own a majority 
interest? A. In the aggregate, their ownines 
are a majority of the interest. No one indi- 
vidual owns the majority. 

Q. Of course; and they had the control of 
theee ninety millions of property—the potential 
control. at least? A. How am I to understand 
you, air? 

Q. Haven’t these 8 trustees control of these 
$90,000,000 of property scattered over the 
United States? A, They have, sir, as trustees, 
and they have as individual owners. 

Q. Have these trustees ever interfered in re- 
lation to the freights paid by the constituent 
companies of this Trust? A. They have not to 
my knowledge. 

Q. Have any of the companies involved in 
this trust, secured from railroads more favora- 
ble rates of freight than were accorded to re- 
finery companies outside of the trust? 

Mr. Choate: You mean since this trust was 
formed? A, Not tomy knowledge. 

By Col. Bliss: Mr. Rockefeller, is there 
any foreign competitic¢a with the products of 
the companies controlied by the oil trust? A. 
There is a very dangerous and growing foreign 
competition. 

Q. Let me say that I asked this question at 
the suggestion of Mr. Choate or some gentle 
man here. A. There isa very dangerous and 
growing foreign competition. 

Q. Is that a competition arising from the pro- 
duction of oil in otber parts of the world? A. 
It‘e,sir. It arises largely from the production 
of the Russian oil. 

Q. Down in the vicinity of Batoum? A. 
(Continuing.) But it is developing very rapidly. 
They seem to have an almost limitless supply 
of the raw material,and within the past few 
years the Rothchilde and other large capitalists 
have interested themselves and they are copy- 
ing anything that is progressive in the Ameri- 
can ideas,in their pipes, their tubes to pump 
the oil and in every way, and are making pro- 
gressive steps so that they are now producing 
in the markets of the world, probably about 
three millions. I think the month of January 
perhaps—it was December last—showed a pro- 
duction at the rate of 3,600,000 bbis. of refined 
oil per annum, 

Q. Well isn’t that oilinferior to your pro- 
duct? A. It is inferior, yea. 

Q. In a large part of Europe—Continental 
Europe, as yet that oll does not contest the 
market with your product? A. It is rapidly 
coming into competition in all parts. We are 
meeting it more and more all the time. 

Q. How far in Western Europe—to what 
points in Western Europe are you meeting the 
competition with the Russian oil? A. We meet 
itin the United Kingdom and we have just 
now returned from the far east, an agent who 
reports a rapid increase in the introduction of 
a competitor in those far off markets. 

Q. Are you meeting itin Germany? A. Not 
to so great an extent. 

Q Practically, isn’t it a fact that you are not 
meeting it in Germany? A. I think we are; 
I can ascertain from some of the gentlemen 
wh»? are more conversant with that. 

Q. Who is more conversant? Give us his 
name and we will call him. A. I presume Mr. 
Archbold would know about that. 

Q. I won’t ask you to testify about things 
which we can get better from somebody elsc. 
A. My impression is that it is coming, and that 
it will be a factor that we cannot ignore, even 
in Germany. 

Q. My information has been that you were 
not meeting it in Germany, except possibly in 
some of the ports of the Adriatic; you think 
you are meeting it elsewhere? A. 1 can’t pce- 
itively state. 

Q. Do you know whether you are meeting it 
in Italy? A. Yes; it is coming in almost all 
that Eastern country; I think in Italy. 

Q. But you are atill contesting the market 
not only of those countries, but ef countries 
farther East, are you not? A. Oh, we are 
pushing into every possible part of the world 
with the oil, and have been doing so. 

Q. Practically, isn’t there still more of your 
oil sold in Turkey, for instance, than there is of 
the Russian oil, which is produced close by 
there? A. I couldn’t state that. 

Q. I ask you that question because I was told 
by a high official in Constantinople that that 
wasso. A. Will you ask the question again? 

Q. The question is whether the American 
product of oil was not a good deal the largest 
proportion of oil sold evenin Turkey, as against 
the Russian production, which is close by there, 
comparatively; you don’t know whether that 
isso? A. 1 hope that we doegell more than they 
do, but: I don’t know the proportions. If we 
don’t itis not because we do not try by pro- 
ducing the very best oil at the very lowest 


rice. 
PQ. And at no very limited profits? A. Ata 
limited profit. 

Q. Leave out the “very?” A. A very small 
profit on an extremely large volume of busi- 


eas. 
. Q. Now, then, did the trust, in endeavoring 
to meet the foreign competition make any con- 
ceesions in prices greater than are made to the 
consumers in this country? A. The markets 
run about the snme through the year. 

Q. You don’t make any special rates for for- 
eign consumption? A. In some of those far off 
eastern countries we have latterly made rather 
closer quotations than formerly. They are 


pressing us hard with competition but asa rule 
the prices would rug— oon 


Q. (Interposing.) You have made closer quo- 
tations than you would give to consumers here? 
A. Closer quotations than, if you please, we 
might give in other places in Europe where we 
did not have such competition. The Russians 
are pressing in closely. 

Q. You are endeavoring to hold your markets 
by concessions in prices? A. We had those 
markets before and the Russians came in. 

Q. Isay you are endeavoring to hold your 


trade by concessions in prices? A. Yes, sir.

A NIGHT IN AN OIL REGION WILDCAT 
BOARDING HOUSE.

Slim Jim poured 
the nitro-glycerine into the shell, while Tim 
fastened the reel to the crank on the belt wheel 
shaft. The cap was adjusted, the line attached 
to the shell, and it was slowly lowered into the 
hole, Jim standing over the opening guiding 
the line as Tim unreeled it. 

The others sat outside watching until Gripp 
leaped suddenly to his feet, shouted, “She’s 
going to flow!” and started to run, closely fol- 
lowed by the others.

Our American Qil Fields. 


HISTORY, TECHNOLOGY, GEOLOGY, MIN- 
ING, TRANSPORTATION, REFINING 
STATISTICS.

The existences of rock (petra) oi] (oleum) or 
petroleum, has been known from times im- 
memorial Moses sayr: *“‘He made me to suck 
honey out of the rocks, and oil out of the flinty 
rock’’(1). Jobtell us ‘The rock poured me 
out rivers of oil” (2). and Micah asks, “Will the 
Lord be pleased with thousands of rams, or 
with ten thousand rivers of oil” (3). History 
records the use of bitumen, one of the forms 
of petroleum, as a cement for the stone build- 
ings in Babylon; this bitumen was obtained 
from the fountains of Is om the Euphrates, 
about 120 miles distant from Babylon. Hero- 
dotus(4) 450 B.C. refers to a liquid bitumen 
occurring at Zante, and Plutarch (5), about 66 
A.D, in “Life of Syila,” speaks of bitumen in 
Alban‘a. Between these early times and tke 
first historical record of American oil in the 
seventeenth century, innumerable references 
might be given of the occurrence of oil in its 
various forms in Asia, Europe and Africa. 


In a letter under date of July 18, 1627 


the French missionary, Joseph de lia 
Roche D’Allion (6) makes mention of 
Petroleum springs which he visited in 


what is now the oil regions of New York. 
The spring to which reference is especially 
made, is probably that known to exist until 
recently in the vicinity of Cuba, N. Y., since 
on & map, published fifty years aiter the 
missionary’s letter, is printed in the vicinity of 
Cuba, Fontaine de bitume. To Charlevoix (7) 
is probably due the first record of minera) oil 
in Pennsylvania; in bis journal of May, 1721, 
he speaks, on the authority of Captain de Jon- 
caire, of the existence of oil on the banks ofa 
branch of the Ohio, possibly the Allegheny, 
“the water of whick is like oil, has the taste of 
iron,” and was used “‘to appease all manner of 
pain,” Peter Kalm (8) in 1772, in his “Travels 
in North America,” gives a map showing the 
location of all the known oil springs learned of 
during his travels. In 1789 there was published 
a description of the Penngylvania oil springs 
(9), while in 1829 there appeared a reference to 
petroleum in Kentucky (10). After this there 
are numerous records to be found of Seneca 
oil, naptha, and rock oil, by which names pe- 
troleum up to within the past three decades 
was indifferently called. 

The important era in the development of any 
discovery or natural product is when its de- 
velopment becomes profitable. In other 
words, I regard the discovery of commercial 
petroleum to date from the day when it could 
be mined im affirmation of the practical Ameri- 
canism, Will it pay? and in this sense to Col. E. 
L, Drake, of New ‘:aven, Conn., is due the d's- 
covery of the crude oil of commerce. About 
the middle of August, 1859, Drake, at the in- 
stance of Messrs. Kier and Bissell, of Pittsburg, 
commenced the pioneer well of the oil regions 
in Pennsylvania. On the 28th of the same 
month the drill “struck oil” at a depth of 
6934 feet, and two days later the State began 
her oil production at the rate of 2 barrelsa 
day; this production up to July, 1887, amounted 
in the aggregate to $10,000,000 barrels of 42 gal- 
lons each. 

Although the most productive oil regions in 
America, and in fact in the world, have been 
those in Pennsylvania, yet petroleum has been 
found in greater or less quantity generally dis- 
tributed. Bitumen or petroleum or both have 
been found in the following States and Terri- 
tories: Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, 
West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Iil- 
inois, Kentucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Kansas, 
Texas, Montana, Wyoming, Dakota, Colorado, 
New Mexico, Utah and California. The petro- 
leum of the American trade, however. has 
been produced almost exclusively in Penney!- 
vania, southwestern New York, Ohio and Cali- 
fornia, over 98 per cent of the total production 
of crude to date having come from Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The first rock oil of commerce was obtained 
by the distillation of coal, principally cannel 
coal, and also of bituminous shales. As early 
as 1694 English patents were issued for the 
manufacture of “pitch, tar and oyle out ofa 
kind of stone.” In 1781 the Earl of Dundon- 
ald (11) manufactured mineral oils on a much 
more extensive scale than had ever been before 
attempted, by the distillation of coal in coke 
ovens. In 1847 James Young, a Seotchman, 
commenced extensive investigations into the 
manufacture of oil by distillation from a sub- 
stance called “petroleum peat,"’ obtained from 
Down Holland moss. Many other instances 
might be cited where bituminous mater als 
were used as a base for the manufacture of 
mineral oils. The discovery of Pennsylvania 
oil, however, in large commercial quantities in 
1860, subsequent to the Drake well being 
drilled, resulted in almost the immediate aban- 
donment in many localities of what had be- 
come to be known as the shale oil industry. 

The character of the American petroleums 
asthey had been gathered in many “Seneca 
oil springs’”” was well understood, however, 
many yeart prior to 1859. In 1833 the elder 
Prof, Sillman (12) wrote, “I have frequently 
distilled it in a glass retort, and the naphtha 
which collects in the receiver is of a light straw 
color.” 
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Chemically, petroleum is a hydrocarbon of 
an exceedingly complex character; although it 
frequently contains elements other than car- 
bon and hydrogen, they may be considered 
accidental constituents. The average propor- 
tion of carbon is 85 per cent. and of hydrogen 
15 per cent. Although the color of the crude 
oil is sometimes as light as standard white, the 
bulk of the crude of commerce is of a dark 
greenish brown color. In specific gravity this 
crude varies from 0.820 to 0.782 or 40 deg. 
Baume (13) to 48 deg. B. Some of the hydro- 
carbons are so volatile as to evaporate readily 
at ordinary temperatures, making it often- 
times dangerous to approach an open oii tank 
with an exposed light, while some oils require 
a temperature between 700 deg. and 800 deg. F. 
to evaporate them. 

Geology of Petroleum.—Petroleum has been 
found in greater or less quantities in stratified 
rocks of all geological ages, although the most 
productive oil rocks bave been the Devonian 
(14) strata of Western Pennsylvania. 

In California, petroleum has been found 
in the strata of the M:ocene group; these 
are the most recently deposited strata in which 
which petroleum hag been found ia com- 
mercial quantity in America, while the 
oldest rocks, or those which stand at the other 
end of the geological scale, which are petrolif- 
erous, are the Trenton limestone beds; these 
have so far been tested in parts of Ohio, In- 
diana, Tennessee and Kentucky, although they 
have only been commercially developed in 
Ohio during the past three years. 

In this connection it will be of interest to 
note a general section showing the relation- 
ship of the oil bearing rocxs from Canada 
through western New York and Pennsylvania 
to western Ohio, together with the thickness of 
that part of the crust of the earth whieh 
contains these oil rocks, Commencing then 
with geologically the highest strata which out- 
crop in southwestern Pennsylvania, the sec- 
tion would be as follows:

This section is a general section within a re- 
stricted area and does not represent th2 total 
thickness which these rocks attain elsewhere; 
for instance, in central Pennsylvania in the 
Broad Top coat region. I have measured these 
same strata where their aggregate vertical 
thickness was neariy four miles. 

Wherever rocks have been found to contain 
oil in commercial quantity they are porous and 
lie in a comparatively horizontal position, sel- 
dom having a dip of over 75 feet to the mile; in 
the Bradtord district, in Nortbern Pennsylva- 
nia, the maximum dip I have found to be only 
14 feet per mile. The Pennsylvania oi! is all 
contained in porous sandstones which are over- 
laid by strata impervious to oil or water. These 
strata range from 400 to 2,200 feet thick, that 
is the oil wells are seldom less than 400 or more 
than 2,200 feet deep. 

Ample facts have been gathered to prove that 
petroleum isa product of a slow destructive 
distillation of organic remains, both animal and 
vegetable, which were buried in the sediment at 
the tims that the rock-making materials were 
deposited in water basins. The sand and lime- 
stone beds in which the oil is now found, con- 
tained some of the organic remains from which 
the oil has been formed, but I believe that the 
bulk of the oil has come frum the organic re- 
mains buried in associated strata and the por- 
ous beds in whic’ the oi) is found act merely 
as reservoirs to hold the oil. 

These porous beds are found to exist in re- 
stricted areas; this fact gave rise to the areas in 
which oil is found being designated as pools. 

in the Allegheny river region these pools are 
very small and numerous, consequently the 
risk of getting “dry holes,” or unproductive 
wells, isso greatthat out of every I00 wells 
drilled only about 72 wells have been found to 
produce “il in commercial quantity. In the 


Norther.” Pennsylvania region, or what ig 


generally known as the Bradford District, the 
oil pools are very larze and as a result out of 
every 100 wells drilled 97 have been profitably 
productive. 

The character of the sand as well as the size 
of the pouis has a great deal to du with the risk 
of getting good wells. Inthe Allegheny river 
region the sand is coarse and of very irregular 
character and porosity, not only in ite vertical 
range but in its horizontal extension, while in 
the Bradford District the sand is much finer 
but of a more homogenous character and more 
evenly porous both vertically and horizontally. 

Petroleum Mining—Petroleum has _ been 
mined in America ¢ xclusively by artesian wells. 
In Japan the practice, even up to the present 
time,has been to dig'vertical shafts from fourto 
six feet wide and to depths as great as 1,000 feet. 

Formerly the operation of drilling a well was 
very slow and very expensive; now an oil well 
can be drilled 2,000 feet st .one-tenth the cest 
and in less than one-tenth of the time that was 
required when the Pennsylvania oil regions 
were first explored. The modern system, in 
its general method, is practically the same as 
the ancient Chinese system described by Huc 
(15), with the exception that steam power is 
used instead of manual power, which was 
transmitted through springing boards. Of 
course, the special design and form of the 
present drilling tools are modern inventions. 


The present American practice may be briefly 
described as follows: Over the point where the 
well is to be drilled a derrick is erected from 72 
to 84 feet high, forming a square at the base 29 
feet on the sides, and verging toward the top 
toasquare having aninside dimension along 
the sides of 2 feet 10 inches, On the top of the 
derrick is placed @ crown pulley, over which 
the cable or drill rope plays the end of the rope 
inside the derrick is attached to a string of 
tools which measures from 55 to 70 feet in 
length, and which weighs from 1,900 pounds 
to 3,400 pounds, the height of the derrick de- 
pending upen the length of the string of tools, 
and the length of the string of tools depending 
upon the size and depth of the well and the 
character of the strata drilled through, The 
other end of the rope is attached toa horizon- 
tal shaft upon which it is wound and unwound 
at will; the power being supplied by a 16 to 26 
horse power engine, through a leather belt 
which passes over a large wheel called the 
“ball” wheel, which itself is attached to the 
end of the horizontal shaft. Directly over the 
hole to be drilled is placed the walking beam, 
which is generally 26 feet in length and which 
rests near the center on a heavy post 13 
feet high, known as the “sampson”’ post, Prior 
tothe drilling process the tools are lowered 
into the upper part of the hole which has been 
dug out, and the rope to which the tools are 
attached is made fast to one end of the walking- 
beam. The walking-beam is operated the 
same as a similar beam on the common gide- 
wheel river steamboats; this beam successively 
raises and drops the tools which pound the 
rock into fine fragments, When five feet 
depth of rock has been pounded up in this way 
the tools are raised out of the hole and the 
broken debris is taken out of the hole by a 
bailer or sand-pump, which generally consists 
of a wrought iron tube about 20 feet long. 
When the sand-pump is suspended it is closed 
at the bottom by a foot valve, and when it 
rests on the bottom of the hole the valve is 
opened. 

The cost of drilling wells depends upon mary 
varying circumstances; in some places in Ohio 
and Indiana wells bave been drilled 1,000 feet 
deep for $1.000: in an adjoining State I know of 
a well which has been recently completed to 
the depth of 2,500 feet and has cost $15,000. 
These figures might represent the maximum 
and minimum cost. In the Pennsylvania oil 
regions the cost of drilling a well 2,000 feet 
deep varies under ordinary circumstances from 
$3,000 to $3,500, 

The depth of wells depends upon the relative 
position of the surface of the ground to the 
oil and gas rock, The average depth of the 
Pennsylvaria wells up to 1876 was about 900 
feet; since that date the Bradford sand in 
McKean county and the Washington sand in 
Washington county have been explored at 
considerable depths, so that the average depth 
of the Pennsylvania wel's which have been 
drilled since 1876 would probably be not far 
from 1,600 feet. 

The deepest well which has been drilled on 
the American continent is the Dilworth ex- 
ploration well, belonging to Mr. George West- 
inghouse, Jr., situated in the eastern part of 
Pittsburgh, its depth being 4,618 feet. 

In the early days of petroleum and natural 
gas mining, wells were located by spiritualists, 
witch-hazelists, and quacks, or upon various 
theories invented by practical but superstitious 
men. Latterly, however, the leading oil and 
gas operators have realized tbat the occurrence 
of both of these minerals deperds upon well- 
known geological conditions, It is now per- 
fectly possible for geological experts to define 
territories where neither oi] nor gas can possi- 
bly be obtained, and to define other territories 
where the conditions are favorable for its 
existence, and to locate wells in the latter areas 
where the chances for obtaining the sought for 
deposits are the best. 

Petroleum transportation.—When the mining 
of petroleum in Pennsylvania was commenced 
in 1859, the oil was placed in barrels at the wells 
and transported by wagons either to the refin- 
eries, to river flats for shipment by water®or to 
the railroads where barrels were loaded on cars 





the oil being collected at the well in the tank. 
The next step was to conduct the oil through 
pipes from the well tanks into large storage 
tanks situated wn the line of the railroads. The 
shipment of the oil in barrels was found to be 
expensive, for various reasons, the principal of 
which was the loss due to the water contained 
in the oil dissolving the glue and causing the 
barrels to leak; it is estimated that as much as 1 
per cent. of the oil was lost in this way. The 


/next step was to build two wooden tanks 


shaped like tubs and placed ona flat railroad 
car, each tank holding about 2,000 gallons. In 
1871 the wooden tank car gave place to the 
boiler iron cylinder cars which are used to some 
extent up to the present time. These tanks are 
made out of 5-16 inch wrought iron and vary in 
capacity from 3 800 to 5,000 gallons. Latterly, 
however, the transportation of crude oil in 
tank cars has been replaced almost entirely by 
lines. These pipe lines are made of wrought 
fron pipes varying in diameter from four to 
eight inches. There are now pipe lines from 
the Pennsylvania oil regions to Pittsburg, 
Cleveland, Buffale and New York, and to the 
Delaware river below Philadelphia. The pres- 
ent practice 1s to store the oll in largeiron tanks 
in the vicinity of the wells,and to convey it 
thence by pipe lines, either by gravity where 
the slope of the ground will permit of it, or by 
pumping it through the pipe. The average 
sized storage tank holds about 30,000 barrels of 
crude oil. 

Petroleum Refining.—The preparation of re- 
fined oil products from petroleum for indus- 
trial uses depends largely upon the composi- 
tion of the crude oil. The following table will 
give the approximate composition of the oils 
which are most frequently spoken of in the 
general literature on the subject:

‘ refining in order to separate from that portion 


designed for lamps certain products which 
have been classified by Dr. Chas. F. Chandler 
as follows: First, the lighter oils which are in- 
flammable, and which evaporate at ordinary 
temperatures, and which form with proper 
proportions of air explosive mixtures. Second, 
the heavy oils which form excellent lubricators 
but do not burn well in lamps. From these 
heavy products are obtained the paraffines 
which are used so extensively in the arts for 
candles, water proofing, etc. Third, the tarry 
material wich crusts the wicks of Jamps. 
Fourth, the compounds which cause offensive 
odors. 


The crude oil as it comes from the wells is 
subjected first to a process of distillation in 
large iron stills. The most volatile products of 
the oil pass off first in the form of vapor,which 
condenses by passing through coils of iron pipe 
surrounded by cold water; from these pipes are 
collected the naphtha, benzime and other pro- 
ducts. After these lighter products come from 
the still, thé burning oil or kerosene next 
passes off: this illuminating oil is subsequently 
followed by the heavier lubricating oils cen- 
taining paraffine; there remains in the fron still 
finally a small residuum composed principally 
of tarand coke. Thespecial distillate known 
as kerosene, which is designed for il!uminating 
oil, is then subjected to the action of sulphuric 
acid, which removes the odor and color which 
it possesses and also destroys the smell of the 
smallamount of tar which it sometimes con- 
tains. The oil is then treated with caustic soda 
in order to neutralize the last traces 
of the acid; it is then frequently subd- 
jected to a higher temperature in order to 
expel a small percentage of beszine which it. 
often contains, the removal of which makes 
the kerosene a safer illuminant. Thus com- 
pared it is known as the kerosene of com- 
merce. 

The details of the process of refinining vary, 
not only on account of the composition of the 
crude oil which is treated, but also the charac- 
ter of the special product which it is desired to 
manufacture. Although thé ordinary kerosene 
oil of commerce is the p rincipal product which 
ig manufactured out of petroleum,yet the mul- 
titude of similar products which are used in the 
jndustrial arts require that the details of the 
general process of refining shall be modified to 
meet special wants of the consumer. 

Statistics of Petroleum—It is impossible to 
give here detailed statistics of the petroleum 
industry. Some general figures recently com- 
piled by an Oil City paper will, no doubt, be 
sufficient to convey a general idea of the great 
importance of the United States oil industry 
up to the present time, 

There have been drilled in Pennsylvania 
and New York since 1859 about 75,000 wells, at 
a cost of at least $200,000,000. These welle, up to 
the first of July, 1887, produced in the aggre- 
gate over 31C,000,000 barrels of oil, which sold 
at the wells for $500,000,000, represeniing a 

profit to the producer of $300,000,000 

In the Washington county pool, which is the 
last large pool developed in Pennsy!vania, it is 
estimated that there have been spent for ma- 
chinery and drilling $3,200,000. There have 
been exported to foreign countries 6,231,103,000 
gallons of refined oil, which wentto,the most 
remote parts of the world. General Urant,dur- 
ing his trip arouud the world, said that he en- 

countered Arabs carrrying American refined 


kerosene Oil in cans on the backs of cam:lg 
across the sterile plains. 

Mr. I. H. Dean, an extensive oil operator, in a 
recent speech, gave figures relating to the 
capital invested in the tools and appliances 
necessary to drill and operate 75,000 oil wells. 
He says: “Asshowing the vast importance of 
petroleum to the world of commerce, I desire 
to refer to the outlay of capital that would be 
required for pipe, lumber and machinery in 
drilling 75,000 wells. The amount of two inch 
tubing and pipe required, figuring the wells at 
an average depth of 1,300 feet, and that it would 
take as much pipe for steam, gas and surface 
oil pipes as it would to putin the wells, would 
be 195,000,000 feet, or over 34,000 miles, enough 
to span the earth one and one-third times, and 
would cost, at 15 cents per foot, $29,250,000. It 
would require, allowing 420 feet to the well, 
31,500,000 feet of 55g casing, which, at 50 cents 
per foot, would amount to $15,750,000. Allow- 
ing an average of 100 feet of drive Pipe to the 
well, it would require 7,500,000 feet and cost, at 
$1 40 per foot, $10,500,000. It would take $7,- 
000,000 worth of lumber to build the rigs, and 
the machinery and boilers necessary would 
cost $20,000,000, making a grand aggregate of 
$32,500,000. When you contemplate carefully 
these figures, then, and not till then, you will 
commence to realize the vast amount of labor 
and capital necessary to bring to the surface 
and distribute this vast wealth. The story of 
oil reads like a tale from the “*Arabian 
Nights.’ ” 

Adding tc the above the cost of drilling, it 
would make the cost of these weils at least 
$200,000,000. This does not in any sense repre- 
sent the totai capital which has been placed in 
the oil industry, since it does not include the 
capital placed in oil lands, in pipe lines and re- 
fineries. 

A few general facts connected with the pro- 
duction and consumption of the New York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio fields for 1887 will be of 
interest in this connection. In 1887 there were 
produced 22,728,396 barrels of crude oil, making 
a daily average of 62,270 barrels of oil as against 
a daily average for 1886 of 71,620 barrels. About 
one-third of this oil was produced by the Brad- 
ford field, in McKean county, Pennsylvania, the 
next largest one field being that of Washington 
county, Pennsylvania, which produced about 
one-eighth of theentire production. The daily 
average production of the entire field for 1884 
was 64,668 barrels, and for 1885, 59,384 barrels. 
The total decline in stocks during the past year 
has been 6,010,824 barrels, the daily consump- 
tion exceeding the daily production by 12,246 
barrels. The average price of crude oil for the 
year was 6¢5{c, the highest price it attained be- 
ing 90}4c, and the lowest 54}¢c. 

The present average production of the 
American oil fields may be gathered from the 
following facts: For the month of October, 
1887, there were delivered to the pipe lines, on 
an average per day, 61,834 barrels of crude oil 
from the Pennsylvania and New York fields, 
660 barrels of crude oil from the Macksburg, 
Ohio, field, and 13,708 barrels of crude oil from 
the Lima, Ohio, field. In the oil fields of 
Southern California there have been produced 
since 1879, when active developments first com- 
menced, 1,039,000 barrels of crude oil, the total 
production in California for 1886 being 260,000 


barrels.

White Lead, Zinc. Etc 

The pig lead market has been very firm 
throughout the week under an active demand. 
The bulls have been the principai buyers, and 
their persistence has stirred up the consumers, 
who have taken whatever they could get near- 
by. their purchases aggregating several hun- 
dred tons at 6 1(@5 l7ée. There have also been 
ga'es of about 600 tons for March shipment at 
6 16c; that figure being freely bid for March at 
the close. Bids for other futures were 6 20c for 
April and 5 26c for May. Spot lead, of which 
there is little obtainable, is held at 5 30c, buy- 
ers’ views not being above 520c. Messrs. Everett 
& Post reported under date of the 3d instant, 
that there was no change in the Chicago 
market. There was a good speculative inquiry 
but buyers were holding off in expectation of & 
break, and would supply only their immediate 
wants, The c fferings were very light, either for 
spot or future. About 200 tons were sold at 
4 85@4 90c. The St. Louis market was reported 
as quite active, by Messrs. John Wahi &Co, 
and very strong. Pricea had experienced a 
further advance, with sales at 4 85c for refined 
and 4 77@$ 824%: for common, the transactions 
aggregating avout 1,000 tons. 

White lead is still unsettied in spite of the in- 
creasing cost of the pig metal andthe strong 
position of linseed oll. The competition be- 
tween brands is very aggressive, and although 
there are occasional rumors that ¢fforts are 
making to bring about an understanding on the 
question of prices, nothing is done in that 
direction. With the exception of a few west- 
ern corroders who are making a strong fight to 
get contro! of a large elice of the eastern trade, 
the manufacturers would be glad to see 
some method adopted to regulate prices. 
Without the co-operation of all the trade, 
however, there is no possibility that 
prcfitable prices could be established. At 
present the corroders are will supplied witb 
orders, and the mejority are running to their 
full capacity. The quotations remain 6}4Q@i7c 
less 24% per cent for cash, extra discounts and 
rebates being allowed to the largest buyers. 

The demand for American oxice of zinc has 
continued moderate, with no movement 
of apy moment reported. The following 
figures rule, the same being unchanged 
from last week. We quote domestic 
at 434@434c as to quality. French zincs 
have been stationary, the fcllowing continuing 
to rule: 63c for dry Antwerp red seal in bbis of 
22044 lbs; Paris red seal 674c, and 734c for dry 
Paris green seal. Discounts on French are as 
follows; To buyers of 10 bbl lots of one or 
assorted grades | per cent, 25 bbis 2 per cent, 
end 50 bbis4 percent. No discount is allowed 
on less than 10-bb! lots, and discounts include 
brokerage.

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Lard Question Before Congress. 

Abram I. Jews! ,a commission me: chant of 
New York and a member of the New York 
Produce Exchange, appeared before the Hou.e 
Com mittee on Agriculture. 

Up to 1873, he said, he had been in the lard 
business and bad dealt largely in lard. H's 
firm had | een probably the fi st in the country 
to manufacture refined lard. Before the hog- 
packing business was bivught to its present 
etate of excellence,and when the hogs were 
cured in small establishmente, it was almost 
impossible to get a thousand tierces of lard of 
apy uniformiry, and his firm bad conceived the 
idea of re-rendering the lard so asto make it 
uniform. It put no outside substance into the 
lard, butiotothe lard which was exvorted to 
South American c duntries, it mixed stearine in 
order to harden the lard end enable it to stand 
the warin weather. Competition bad grownso 
rapidly tbat manufacturers :ougbt something 
to cheapen the product and u ed water. Final- 
ly so much water was put into the lard that 
the buyersr.j'ctedit. As much as 3jperc_ nt. 
of water was put in. ‘To-day steam lard 
contained 2 or 3 per cent. of water—acarcely 
any less than 1 per cent. Kettle reudered 
lard was absolutely f.ee from water. Whenthe 
buyers refused the lard on ec2ount of the large 
quautity of water in it, the manufacturers 
looked about for come cheap articie to take its 
place, and fixed upon cottonseed oi]. It was 
found that it combined w'tb lard without dam- 
aging it, while it cheapened itsccst. The add 
ing of the oil to lard necessitated the use ofa 
hardening substance, like stearine, to counter- 
actit. About the time cottonseed oil began to 
be used oleomargarine stearine came into the 
market. It was made froma the kidney fat of 
the bullock. There was nothing purer that 
could come from an animal fat, and it was usd 
in hardening lard. Il. did not ka: w exactly 
what proportion of cottcn eed oil went into 
lard, but he should thiak the proportion tote 
about 60 pounds of lard to 25 pounds of oil and 
15 pounds of stearine. This ; roduct he con- 
sidered to be wholesome, and j ist as good as 
pure lard as far as cooking was concerned. 
There were standard qu lities of ¢ tton:eed ot), 
but he did not know that they ditfered except 
as to color. 

Tbe Chairman-*Do you know how cotton- 
teed oi! is traneported from the South?’

The linseed oi] market bas not undergone 
any change, and no fresh features are to be 
presented, except the fact that Western oil is 
offering more freely in this market at 54c, 
without resulting in business. City domestic 
and Calcutta oil are having a moderate sale at 
56c. 


The cotton oil market, like some other 
branches of businces, is euffering from too 
much proposed legislation and the western rail” 
road strike. Some holders of ofl would like to 
retire congress on a pension, 80 that legitimate 
trace could have an opportunity of accomplish- 
ing something; combatting with competition 
and experiencing periodical times of depression 
during the natural course of evente, are con 
sidered sufficient for traders to contend against 
without congress adding to the burden. Efforts 
are made to tupport the cotton oil mar- 
ket against the opposing torces reterred to 
but the volume of business does not give the 
®acouragement expected, s!though a larger 
movement than usual of refined oil is 
reported, Prime crude oil at this time last 
week was quoted at 354@36c, but since then 
500 bbls in lots have been taken at 35c, and we 
have not heard of a higher price being realized 
for spot suppliee, although holders continue to 
quote 353g@360. The talk among holders is for 
firm prices, and if two or three important lots 
were taken at this time the transactions 
would make an impression on the mar- 
ket and advance values, but the scarcity 
of buyers is generally remarked. Receipts 
for the past seven days have aggregated 4,301 
bbls, but a portion is intended to fill contracts, 
and some of the balanc> is being putin store 
for higher prices. Off color crude ia in limited 
supply and quoted at 32@ "4c: the lot of 300 bbis 
rejected a3 prime had a bid of 34c, which was 
decline d. 


Summer yellow cotton ofl and other refined 
grades have received considerable attention 
from the fact that an extreme y bullish report 
was circulated, with the view, of course, of 
sending the market up like a sky-rocket, 
but it had no more effect than a wet 
blanket on the feclings of a man who 
is intoxicated with enthusiasm, and finds that 
he has been basing bis hopes on very slender 
ground. According to the wld reports in cir- 
culation last Thursday, the mills were closing 
throughout the South, and the owners declined 
to name prices for any delivery, which is far 
fron being the truth according to evidence at 
hand. We are wired from New Orleans to- 
night that crude is freely offering at 30@3lc, 
aad refined at 38c, without buyere, and that the 
market is in anominal position on account of a 
lack of business. Frum Memphis also comes the 
lotelligence by wire to-night that the “market is 
very quiet at 32@33c for crude and 37@38e for 
refined.” Do the foregoing statements confirm 
ay of the rumors? The fact is, somc- 
thing seemed to be required tosupport the mar- 
ket artificially, and probably the circulation of 
questionable reports was accepted as the best 
means of accomplishing the result. Buyers 
evidently did not place much confidenca in the 
reported builish situation in the South as they 
have been slow to act ever since and the mar- 
ket has not changed in any particular, prime 
summer yellow being quoted at4lc. The spot 
business for the week amounts to 9(0 bbis in 
lots at that figure. The market having 
failed to respond to the kite that was 
flying for the benefit of buyers, it 
will require substantial evidence to in- 
fluence an upward movement, Some opera- 
tors are looking fora reaction next month to 
higher prices, but existing circumstances are 
not very favorable; should the lard bill be de- 
feated by Congress, that would have an excel- 
lent effect on values, and holders would not 
then have cause to complain. Off grades of 
summer yellow are scarce and nominal. Steur- 
ine is wanted and is in limited supply; the 
nominal figure is 634c per Ib. for white and 
yellow.

Ceylon coccanut oil is stationary at (3g¢@56c 
for spot supplies; no important business is 
parsing. Cochin oil is difficult to move, and 
while being quoted at 644c in a large way from 
store, it issaid that €3g4 would buy.

Italian olive oil issearce and quoted at (9@ 
70c, while Spanish seems to be neglected and 
quoted at ic. W th regard to the producing 
countries we hear that the Naples oil market is 
ratber unsettled, because it is not yet known 
when the new Italian import duties on ole, 
which are certain to affect the market, wil) 
come into force. It has come to light tbat the 
stock of oil at Gallipoli was in reality 
much heavier than had been  antici- 
pated, being 5,802 tons at the end of January, 
against 6,356 tons on January 31, 1887. At the 
beginning of the month a good export de- 
mand, mainly for the United Kirgdom, pre- 
vailed at Gallipoli, but this has now ceased 
Tho oll receiving season at Gallipoli {s practi. 
cally closed; the supplies in the interior are 
known to be small, and local dealers are willing 
to pay from tbree to five per cent more than 
the export quotations. The same state of 
things prevails at Tsranto, Rossano and 
the Adriatic ports as regards ordinary oils. 
The Gioja crop, on the other hand. is very late 
this season, the olives being in fact still on the 
trees. This crop promises very well, and 
éuring the next few months arrivals of oil at 
Gioja are likely to be heavy; but, on the other 
hand, th2 spring orders from Russia, which isa 
large consumer, have not yet been placed. Ia 
Sicily prices have declined, and a pretty con- 
siderable business has been done at the lower 
rates.

Animal and Fish Oils. 


General business was in a good healthy con- 
dition until the strike of the engineers ona 
Western railroad was announced, and rumors 
that an extended strike on othes roads is im- 
pending, havea depressing effect upon trade. 
Added to this is the agitation in Congress of 
measures to regulate the production of lard, 
and taken altogether the unfortunate draw- 
backs to legitimate business are having a dis- 
couraging effect on buyers and sellers. Lard oil 
is steady at previous quotations, but the outlet 
is comparatively small atthe moment. While 
business in most chapnels is restricted, values 
are well maintained on all those articles which 
are in light supply. 

Sperm oil bas sold at an advance over the 
previous sale, and holders are demanding 70c; 
the only business reported is a lot of 135 bois on 
private terms. Refined grades are firm at 
former prices, 

Crude whale ail has been in demand, as is 
evidenced by a sale of 1,000 bbis northern for 
domestic manufacture on private terms. This 
leaves the New Bedford market bare of sup. 
Diies of any kind in firat hands,

Menhaden fish oi] is evidently wanted, as 5C0 
bbls were taken at 27c for domestic manufac- 
ture, and 30c is now asked for what remains in 
second hands, although a bid of 28c or a fraction 
above js likely to move other lots. The feeling 
is strengthening on account probably of tke 
agreement entered into between the fishermen 
at a meeting held in Greenport on March 1, not 
to commence fishing unt!l July1. It is not 
stated how many factories have agreed to 
this proposition, but it is likely that the south- 
ern fishermen will pursue their usual course. 
Prices would remain elevated anyhow 
without the agreement, as supplies are com- 
paratively scarce, and it strikes the average 
buyer as being strange that the fishermen 
should be go willing to enter such a compact 
this season when no actual necessity existe, 
while neglect of just euch a movement in past 
years, when stocks were ample, impoverished 
the owners of factories. Probably the appar- 
ently contrary course will help them out in 
theend. Pressed grades are not quoted any 
higher than this time last week, but there is 
every probability of an early change upward. 

Elaine oil and red saponified oil have a mod- 
erate outlet at 32c per gallon less 1 per cent for 
the former and 434&4%gc per Ib for the latter. 

Oleo oil is rather quiet and easier, the quota- 
tion for strictly prime oil on spot being 8c. 

Cod oil is inquired after to a greater extent, 
and jobbing sales are frequent. The revival of 
interest is of recent date and it is expected to 
continue with a gradual hardening of values. 


Mineral Olis. 


Miveral lubricating oils continue on a firm 
basis, and the movement is fair for all grades. 
Paraffine oils were expected to be higher at 
this time, but there is no indication Of a change 
soon; 25 gravity commands 10}¢c on dock and 
llc in store, while 28 gravity is held at 8c on 
dock and 9c In store. More inquiry is to be 
noted ‘for black oils and the quality of the 
grades offered this season is a marked improve- 
ment over iast year. Cylinder stocks and neu- 
tral olls are unchanged in any particular. A 
strong, healthy feeling is pervading the whole 
market, but no advance is expected unless 
crude oil should go higher. 


Oil Cake. 


The oil cake market is still devoid of interest 
so far as Western cake is concerned. Opera- 
tors have been directing their attention to the 
available supply of city and state cake, but 
very little can be had at any time, for the 
reason that city cake is consigned direct to 
foreign agents. We havea sale of 200 tons city 
domestic cake at $25 50,and 200 tons Calcutta 
cake from a city crusher at $2650. It is said 
that these prices would not be paid at the mo- 
ment, as the market is in a nominal position 
Cotton cake in New Orleans js nominal at $21 
per ton, and meal at $22. At Memphis, cake is 
quoted by wire to-night at $17 50@17 75 per ton, 
and meal at $19 50@19 75. 


Wax, Lara, Tallow, Etc 


Crude paraffine wax is still to be quoted at 
444@1%c for 124@126 melting point. The de- 
mand is not urgent and there is sufficient to 
meet all demands. Refined wax is held at 9@ 
9c for 134@136 melting point. The movement 
of the latter is confined to jobbing lots. 

Lard is having a quiet experience and fluctu- 
ations are confined within narrow limits. Cash 
lard is held at 8c, and city steam at 765c. Re- 
fined is quiet at 7 90@8 Tic. 

Lard stearine is quoted at 8}¢c for prime city 
and oleo stearine st 634c; the Jatter has consid- 
erable inquiry. 

Tallow is steady at 454c, but trading is quiet. 
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Naval Stores. 


Spirits Turpentine—The past weck developed 
no features of interest, although advices from 
the South indicate that distillers are making 
rapid progress toward securing new crop. Tho 
sales have continued rather light, few large 
parce’s changing hands, though the aggregate 
of sales is fair, the movement in small lots hav- 
ing been steady. Prices bave not varied much, 
the range being 4(@40}4c, with the bulk of the 
sales at 40@4(}4c. The receipts for the past 
week foot up ?,2/9 bbis. The market to day 
closed quiet at 404c. 


Rusins,—The principal business done during 
the past week was in the lower grades, of which 
some sales of considerable magnitude are re- 
ported to have been made at full prices. The 
light grades have moved steadily but in a job 
bing way only and on these the quotations are 
not so firm. The receipts the past week foot 
up 10,239 bbls, which is somewhat in excess 
of the sales. The market closed firm at 
an advance, with the following figures rul-

Oleomargarine Abroad. 


EXAMINATION OF THE RESTRIC- 
TIVE LEGISLATIVE MEASURES, 


From an editorial in the London Grocer we 
learn that a valuable official paper has just 
been published on thesubject of “Olemargarine 
and other Spurious Butters (Legislation in 
Foreign Countriest),’’ and though some readers 
may take exception to the felicity of the title 
of this document, others will doubtless be more 
interested in learning what information it con- 
tains. in the first place, one notes with some 
surprice that nearly every country bas of late 
had under conrideration the question of spec- 
ial legis'ation against margarine in the inter- 
ests of genuine butter, and it is curious that, 
notwithstanding this solicitude for the stom- 
achs of consumers, the latter aresingularly apa- 
thetic in their manifestations of gratitude. Thus 
we find that the governments of Denmark, 
Sweden, France and Germany have ali been 
debating this question of butterine, and their 
legislation almost invariably takes one form— 
that the article must be sold under the name of 
“margarine,” that the purchaser must be 
clearly made aware of its real character, and 
that the trade in it must be surrounded by all 
sorts of regulations and restrictions tending to 
the suppression of fraud. No reasonable man 
will object to such laws—the less so as they ap- 
pear to stimulate the business rather than 
otherwise, as is sufficiently proved by the ex- 
perienee of recent legislation in this and other 
countries. There is no necessity for us to re- 
capitulate the special provisions of the meas- 
ures lately passed abroad in regard to this arti- 
cle, because we have from time to time given 
information on thesubject, but thire are one 
or two pointsin the official paper which may 
be briefly touched upon. For instance, it 
shows what bas been done in Russia, and so far 
as we know this information has not previ- 
ously been published. A tranelation is given 
of the rules which the Russian Minister of Im- 
perial Domains caused to be drawn up Iast 
year with a view of enforcing legislatively the 
control and regulation of the manufacture and 
sale of artificial butter. The main points of 
these rules are as follows: 

1, The product obtained from a mixture of 
fat with butter shall be called margarine fat. 
2. Its manufacture shall be liable to an excise 
duty, or tosupplementary patent dues. 3. The 
extent of the impost shall be determined in 
concert by the Ministers of Finances and Im- 
perial Domains. 4. Margarine fat shall be dyed 
some bright color, but in no case shall such 
color be yellow. 65, The vessels (cases, firkins) 
in which margarine is placed at the manufac- 
tory shall be dyed the same color as the mar- 
garine. 6, These vessels shall have clearly 
marked on them the name of the manufactory, 
and they shall a!so bear the inscription ‘mar 
garine fat."’ 7. The sale of margarine fat shall 
not be carried on in the shops where dairy but- 
terisongale. 8. Shops dealing in margarine 
fat shall exhibit a signboard bearing an in- 
scription that margarine fat is sold witbin. 9 
Hotels, cookshops, restuarante, bars, and gen- 
erally all publicestablishments in which food 
is prepared, sball exhibit in a conspicuous 
place a notice. and aiso etate on their bilis of 
fare, that the dishes prepared on the premises 
are cooked with margarine, if such be used by 
them in their kitchens. 10. The importation of 
margarine fat from foreign countries shall be 
prohibited. These regulations, on being sub- 
mitted to the Medical Councial of the Ministry 
of the Interior for their opinion, were 
generally approved by that body. The 
Medical Council, moreover, considered that i: 
would be desirable, in order to prevent misun- 
derstandings, to modify the wording of the 
above proposals in the following manner: 1- 
All artificial butter, prepared from grease or 
tallow, even though it be improved by being 
washed with milk or cream, Or mixed with real 
butter, shall be called margarine fat. 4. Mar- 
garine fat shall be dyed red by means of the 
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rind of the alkanet root or with alkanine. If 
this margarine fat be sold in separate pieces, 
all these, both great and small, sold in retail, 
shall be of uniform shape (for instance, brick 
shape). A significant statement made in these 
Russian regulations is to the effect that it is 
“shown by competent medical authorities that 
continued consumption of spurious butter in 
combination with food not unfrequently pro- 
duces intestinal catarrh |" 

With respect to those countries where no 
special legislation as to artificial butter has 
been thought necessary, the official return 
gives a good deal of information which may be 
usefully summarized. No law has yet been 
passed in the Netherlands having special refer- 
ence to such articles of consumption, but the 
question of submitting a bill on the subject to 
the States General is under the consideration 
of the Government. Inthe meantime, articles 
329 and 330 of the Netherlands penal code rere 
der the deception of a purchaser by the inter- 
tional sale to him of articles which are not what 
they profess to be, and the sale of alimentary 
substance, or drinks, or medicines which the 
sellers kuow to be falsified and of which they 
conceal the falsification, punishable by a term 
of imprisonment not exceeding one year in the 
former, and not exceeding three years in the 
Jatter care. Respecting the saleand manufac- 
ture of margarine in Portugal, we learn that 
“since November 25, 1884, no law of public 
health has been published in Portugal prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of artificial but- 
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ter, and the importation of that article con- 
tinues to be authorized.” In Belgium, it 
seeme, there is no general law on the subject, 
though there are local regulations made by the 
various communes; but particulars of them 
are not given. Information is received from 
the Austro-Hungarian Government to the 
effect no special regulations exist in that coun- 
try respecting abuses in connection with the 
manufacture and sale of artificial butter. 
With regard, however, to the sale of this com- 
modity, it devolves upon the market police to 
watch that this imitation butter made from 
milk 18 not cffered for sale under a name 
which would leave any doubt as to ita real 
origin, or that any euch article is placed on the 
market in a state unfit for human consump- 
tion. No special laws exist in Hungary for 
regulating the import and sale of artificial but- 
ter, and the only enactmeuts which can be 
applied to the case are those regarding adulter- 
ation of consumable goods. A bill is, how- 
ever, being prepared by the Hungarian Gov- 
ernment for limiting the trade in margarine.

On the local exchange the past week has de- 
veloped little of interest, and trading asa whole 
has been tame and featureless. A spurt early 
in the week under review gave the bull oper- 
ators hopes of being able to place the price up 
near a dollar and hold it there, but the 
advance was short-lived, the bear party holding 
on tenaceously. Efforts made to squeeze 
the shorts did not prove successful, 
and it was found that they much 
preferred to pay a premium varying from 
50c to $1 per 1000 bbis, rather than abandon 
their position. It is apparent that there is less 
long vil here, and those holding it are com- 
pelling the shorts to pay for the privilege of 
carrying oil instead of reaping an income. A 
change has also been noticeable on the Pitts- 
burg exchange, where the carrying rates have 
dropped from 40c to fiat. The Bradford ex- 
change also shows a smaller long interest, but 
the Oll City exchange still appears to be the 
bull stronghold. One of the features of the 
week was a report telegraphed from 
Bradford and Pittsburg, to the effect that 
producers in the Butler field had seceded from 
the P. P. A, and active drilling operations 
would be immediately resumed. The report 
was not generally credited, and its effect was 
only temporary. It was not long, however, 
before the falsity of the report was estab- 
lished, but no reaction followed. Efforts 
are being made by the exchanges in Brad- 
ford and Pittsburgh to discover the cul- 
prit, and we trust they will prove suc- 
cessful, and that the guilty party may be 
punished. As had been announced would be 
the case trading in petroleum certificates was 
begun on the Stock Exchange last Thursday, 
that ‘‘market” opening at 93¢c, while the other 
exchanges opened at 94c. The first sale re- 
corded was 10,00) bbis at 93340, but the seller 
was glad to avail himself of the opportunity 
to cover at 93%c. The total sales for the first 
day, including “washed,” amounted to 714,000 
bbls; since then, however, they have dropped 
off about en a par with the transac- 
tions on the Philadelphia Exchange. At 
this rate no appreciable inroads are likely to 
be made on the business of the Co-solidated 
exchange. Anattempt was madea few years 
ago to open a market for dealing in petroleum 
certificates on the Produce Exchange, and not- 


withstanding the support of members 
of the Stock Exchange was pledged 
the effort proved a dismal failure. 


To-day the Stock Exchange had to pay heav- 
ily for the amusement, $1 45 being paid for 10,- 
000 bbls while on the Consolidated the price 
touched $1. It was a squeeze where the Stock 
Exchange operators were squeezei and the 
Consolidated did the squeezing. 


The transactions during the past week show 
a@ slight decrease over those of the previous 
week, the sales footing up 13,131,000 bbbls 
against 13,702,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 27,930,000 bbls, against 37,880,000 bbis 
during the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 45,324,000 bbls against 52,139,009 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was reached to-day, 
when $1 was touched. The lowest point of 
the week was 9254c and was touched Wednes- 
day. The opening price last Wednesday was 
934gc, and the close this evening was at 98}<c, 
showing again as the result of the week’s trad- 
ing of 554c. while the extreme range of fluc- 
tuations for the week was 754c. 


The operations in the producing field the 
past week were not prolific of important re- 
sults. The Leeper well at Clarion got oil but 
will probably prove a small affair. The Mc.,- 
Clarg & Co. well on the Barney McLaughlin 
farm, Southeast of Karns City, is showing for 
a16 bbl well. They found three feet of good 
producing sand on the top of the third sand. 
The last few days has finished several wells at 
Hall’s Run, but no others are starting at pres- 
ent. Banzor & Rapp have floished one on the 
J.J. Z2igiar farm. It isnot yet torpedoed. Ad- 
joining them, Wolf & Shanner on the A. M, 
Zeigiar, isaboutin the same condition. Die- 
trich & Co. have finished on the Pat Boyle 
farm, with xood show. Dodd & Richey on Dr. 
Carey, will finish in afew days, The Dodd & 
Richey well looks very light. Wesley Cham- 
bers bas secured some promising but undevel- 
ored land at $20 an acre and one sixth royalty, 
located on the Burns’ farm, about a mile anda 
half west of East Sandy village. 


Inthe Butler district, Urquhart&Christy on En 
glebart is in the sand with no oil, but is not deep 
enough in the sand. This well is in the north. 
east corner of the Eaoglebart farm, and about 
200 feet from Haymaker & Liggett’s, the 
burned well. Three wells are due in the Saxon- 
burg field this week and four with the burned 
well, if they get the tools out. They are Hay- 
tmoaker & Liggett’s No. 1, Crawford, Bolard & 
Greenlee No. 4, on H. J. Lonitz, Me8ride & 
Golden No.4 Adderhold, The two Jast are in 
the McBride and Golden pool, at the southeast 
W. A. Clark, Ferd, Reiber and Kiinginsmith 
have compicted a dry boule on the Reiver farm, 
The McGrew weliat Pine Creek isin the third 
sand, and no show of oil or gas, They etruck 
sand at 1,920 feet.

How Natural Gas is Supplied. 


IMPROVEMENTS IN THE SYSTEM—CON- 
SOLIDATION OF INTERESTS, 


The following interesting sketch of the use 
of natural gas is froma Pittsburg letter toa 
metropolitan daily: 

The manufacturers of Pittsburg were slow to 
adopt natural gas as afuel. In the first place 
they were in doubt as to the extent of the gas 
fields and the permanent character or the sup- 
ply; besides, there was an inexhaustible supply 
of good coal at their very doors, which could 
be had cheaply, and they were generally dis- 
posed to let well enough alone, and not to be 
led away by what they regarded as strange 
gods, Itistruethat as early as ‘8/4 a firm dc- 
ing business near the city began piping gas 
from Butler county, but all knowledge as to 
the advantages which the tirm thus obtained 
over their competitors were closely guarded, 
and the impression was created generally that 
it was enjoying an expensive luxury in having 
changed from coal to gas. It was not until the 
use of natural gas became more general that 
its superior advantages, both as regards 
economy and the character of the materials 
procuced, were fully appreciated. In fact, 
many manufacturers are still loath to admit all 
that may be said in its favor, their reticence 
being due to a desire not to encourage further 
competition by inviting establishments located 
in other parts of the country to remove to this 
vicinity. 

In the early history of piping gas from the 
Hickory, Murraysville and other districts, a 
large number of companies were formed which 
were subsequently consolidated into what is 
now known as the Philadelphia Company. For 
a long time there appeared to be no practical 
way of controlling the gas, and hence it was 
turned directly from the mouth of the well 
into mains which were laid from the gas dis- 
tricts to the city. Of course, the pressure on 
these mains was very great and as much as 
twenty cubic feet of gas were consolidated 
into one foot. The result was heavy friction 
and consequent retardation of the flow, so that 
by the time the gas reached the city, the pres- 
sure on the pipes was very much reduced. To 
some extent this is the condition of affairs 
to-day, but by placing heavy beams weighted 
down te the ground in proper position, it has 
been possible to shut in the gas at the mouth of 
the well and to permit its escape in such vol- 
ume only as desired. 

In order to regulate the pressure before the 
gas entered the city limits, stations were estab- 
lished where the gas was passed through vaivee, 
which regulated the flow. At the same time, 
the size of the pipe into which it was permitted 
to escape and by which the city was supplied 
was materially increased. Thus, at the Jones 
& Laughlin works, to which I referred the 
other day, the high pressure main pipe was 
only twelve inches in diameter, and at 








the time that I visited the works it 
was carrying a pressure of about ten pounds 
to the square inch; the pipe which re- 
ceived the gas for the works was twelve inches 
in diameter, but carried only one pound to the 
square inch, the reduction in pressure being 
effected in part by the expansion permitted by 
the use of the larger pipe and partly by holding 
back the gasin the high pressure main. The 
movement of the valves is automatic, keeping 
the pressure in the city pipes steady. These 
reducing stations, as they are calied, are less 
needed now than formerly, because it is poc- 
sible to regulate the amount of gas that leaves 
the was district, about twenty milesaway. At 
other stations which I have visited, the flow 
was 60 well regulated in this way that the 
Pressure in the pipes, as they entered the city, 
was no greater than that needed for consump- 
tion, and hence the valves were left open. 

The Chartiers Valley Gas Company was or- 
ganized in 1853 by some manufacturers of 
Pittsburg, forthe purpuse of supplying their 
own mills and other establishments with nat- 
ural gas. It has since extended its lines, how- 
ever, to many dwellings in both Pittsburg and 
Allegheny City, in addition to other manufac- 
turing establishments and today the capacity of 
its lines is equal to that of the Philadelphia 
Company. This has been secured in part by the 
improved construction of its pipe lines, the 
size of the pipe being increased as it approaches 
the city, thus aiding in a gradual reduction in 
the gas pressure and reducing the friction. The 
company has the largest wrought-iron pipe in 
the world, leading fpom its wells at Murrays- 
vilee to Pittsburg. For the first eight miles, 
the line is stxteen inches in diameter, the next 
six miles have a diameter of twenty inche:3,and 
this is succeeded by a pipe twenty-four inches 
in diameter. 

For some time it was thought that aheavy 
pressure in the pipes supplying the gas to the 
factories was absolutely necessary to their suc- 
cessful working, and it was a practice to carry 
the pressure from fifteen to twenty-five pounds 
to the square inch, It is now conceded, how- 
ver, that the best results may be obtained with 
& pressure of a few ounces, The inventive 
genius of the community has been taxed to 
devise a meter that will keep an accurate rec- 
ord of the gas passing through it. The ordiva- 
ry gas meter does not serve the purpose. In 
the absence of any satisfactory appliance, it 
has been the practice of the gas companies to 
charge a given sum per ton of iron manufac- 
tured, or in the case of dwelling-houses, a fixed 
sum per month, for the whole house. This 
crude system isto be abandoned, as it is be- 
lieved a meter has been devised which will 
answer all the purposes desired. 

Heretofore the active competition that has 
existed between the Philadelphia and the Char- 
tiers Valley Company has kept down the price 
charged for the use of natural gas to an ex- 
tremely low figure, which in turn has led to 
great waste on the part of manufacturers and 
others. The cost to them has been the same 
whether they used much or littie, and in many 
cases the furnaces have been so imperfectly 
constructed that the waste of gas has been 
nearly as great as the amount consumed. In 
January last a contract was entered into be- 
tween the two companies which runs for a 
period of ninety-nine years, and which places 
the working of both companies under one 
mapagement. For all practicable purposes, 
the two companies will be operated as one in 
the future, thus materially reducing the oper 
ating expenses, and at the same time giving the 
control of practically all the gas that comes to 
Pittsburg and its vicinity into the hands of one 
corpora:iop. The contracts at low prices made 
before the consolidation all expire on April 1, 
at which time a considerable advance will be 
made, and from this source alone a large rev- 
enue is expected in the future. The net profi‘s 
are to be divided between the two cumpanies 
in the proportion which their respective capi- 
tals bear to the combined capital. 

The capacity of the pipe lines reaching this 
city is about 600,000,0C0 cubic feet every twenty- 
four hours. During the winter season ali this 
gas is consumed, while in the summer there isa 
surplus. It is generally believed that the sav- 
ing in the waste of gas by the introduction of 
improved machinery, and by the use of meters 
which will enable the companies to charge in 
proportion to the amount actually consumed, 
will be fully equal to any increases in consump- 
tion growing out of the addition to the number 
of dwelling houses which will probably change 
from coal to gas, and the manufacturing 
establishinents that will be attracted here on 
account of the great economy ia the use of the 
fuel to be obtained. The supply could be in- 
creased somewhat at present without drilling 
any new welle, both companies having a re- 
serve of several wells in the Murraysville and 
Hickory districts, which are shut down until 
needed, but which can be turned on to the main 
line at any moment. 

If this conclusion proves to be correct, the 
further sinking of gas wells in this vicinity will 
be needed only to supply the place of those 
which become exhausted. Prof. C. A. Ash- 
burner, of the United States Geological Survey, 
in charge of the division of coal statistics, has 
expressed the belief that not to exceed 5 per 
cent. of the known gas territory has yet been 
brought into requisition to supply consumers. 
Other experts tell me that the area of tested 
gas territory is ten times as large as all the 
petroleum fields that have been developed. 
That capitaliste have faith inthe practical in- 
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exhaustibility of the supply, is demonstrated 
by the enormous establishments that are being 
constructed nearer the gas fields. At Grape- 
ville glass works will be erected this summer 
which are to cover thirty-six acres, and whieh 
will cost over $5,000,000. They will te located 
directly over the gas bed; yet one well will 
more than supply all the fuel needed. They 
will be the largest works in the country, having 
a capacity of more than all the others in the 
western part of the State, devoted to the manu- 
facture of window glass, to which the business 
of the new works will be confined. The Carne- 
gie Works at Bessemer will also obtain their 
gas supply from Grapeville, and a corporation 
has been formed by some Philadelphia capital - 
ists to construct Jarge iron mills over the gas 
flelds at that point. 
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Window Glass and the New Tariff. 


The effect of the proposed changes in the 
tariff on glass will, according to the Pittsburg 
manufacturers, have a very bad effect upon 
the American industry. It is proposed, under 
the schedule, to let in foreign green and cole 
ored glass bottles at three-fourths of one per 
cent. per pound, a reduction of one-fourth, as 
the present rate is one per cent. There is also 
& provision that the value of the bottle itself, 
when filled, shall be added to the dutiable value 
of the goods therein. Flint and lime glass 
bottles, on which there is now a duty of 40 per 
cent. ad valorem, are to come in at 30 per cent. 
ad valorem. Cylinder and crown glass, polished 
and between 24x30 and 24x60 inches square, 
is to be admitted at J5 cents per square 
foot, above that measurement at 25c per square 
foot, though now it comes in at 20 ard 
40 cent duties respectively. Unpolished 
cylinder crown and common window glass, 
not exceeding 10x15 inches, is to be charged 1 
cent per pound: above that, and not exceed- 
ing 16x25 inches, 134 cents per pound; above 
that, and not exceeding 24x31 inches, 144 cents, 
and all above that, 134 cents (now 134, 1%, 234 
and <7 cents per pound). 

A representative of A. & D. H, Chambers, who 
has studied the tariff carefully, said in a recent 
interview, that the reduction would seriously 
affect the trade in windOw glasge, and all lines 
where hard labor is used. Under the pres- 
ent tariff the imports of window glass 
are very heavy and with a_ furtber 
cut, the country, he thought,would be so flood- 
ed with the foreign product that it would beal- 
most impossible for home manufacturers to 
compete, even though wages were greatly re- 
duced. Window glass manufacturers have 
for years been trying to have the tariff on their 
product increased, but without success, and 
have only been ennbled to do business by mak- 
ing a finer quality of glass. 

Mr, J. S. Atterbury & Co.; “The reductions 
will not affect manufacturers of pressed goods, 
as they are made by machinery, In pressed 
goods the United States, even with free trade, 
can undersell the world. Labor in Europe is 
from 40 to 50 per cent lower than in this coun- 
try,and window glass manufacturers cannot 
well compete with foreign producers unless 
they pull down their wages.” 
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Proposed Law on Combinations, 


Following is the copy of a bill introduced by 
Mr. Youngman inthe New York State legisla- 
ture, relative to the formation of corporations: 

Section }. Section five of chapter forty of the 
Laws of eighteen hundred and forty-eight, 
entitled ‘“*An Act to authorize the formation 
of corporations for manufacturing, mining, 
mechanical, chemical, agricultural, horticul- 
tural, medical or curative, mercantile or 
commercial purposes,” is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: § 5. The officers of the 
company shall always include a president: 
accretary and treasurer, who must be elected 
by and from the trustees, and such other sub- 
ordinate officers as the company by its by-laws 
may designate, who may be required to give 
such security for the faithful performance of 
the duties of their office as the company by its 
by-laws may require, 

The total amount of all salaries or ccmpensa- 
tion paid in any one year to the officers g0 
elected and tothe stockholders employed by 
such company shall not exceed five per cent. 
of the par vaiue of the capital stock of such 
company, unless salaries and compensation to 
a greater amount shall be voted by stockhold- 
ers owning at least three-fourths of the capital 
stock of such company at a meeting held prior 
to the beginning of the term for which such 
officers are elected or such stockholders em- 
ployed. 

§ 2, This act shall take effect immediately.

AMENDMENTS PROPOSED, 


£Eec. 5. That the following amendments to 
and provisions for existing laws shall take 
effect on and after the passage and approval of 
this act: 

Section 6 of the act of March 3, 1883, entitled 
“An act to reduce internal revenue taxation 
and for other purposes,”’ providing a substi- 
tute for Title 33 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, is hereby amended as to certain 
of the sections or parts of sections or schedules 
in such substituted title go that they shall be as 
follows, respectively: 

“SEC. 2,499. Each and every imported article 
not enumera‘ed or provided for in any sched- 
ule in this title, which is similar, either in ma- 
terial, quality, texture, or the use to which it 
may be applied, to any article enumerated in 
this title as chargeable with duty, ehall pay the 
same rate of duty which is levied on the enu- 
merated article which it most resembles In any 
of the particulars before mentioned, and if any 
non-enumerated article equally resembles twe 
or more enumerated articles on which different 
rates of duty are chargeable, there shall be 
levied on such non-enumerated article the same 
rate of duty as is chargeable on the article 
which it resembles paying the highest rate of 
duty; and on articles, not otherwise provided 
for, manufactured from twoor more materiale, 
the duty shall be assessed at the rate at which 
the (dutiable) component mater‘al of chief 
value may be chargeable; and _ the 
words ‘component material of chief 
value,’ whenever used in this titie shall be 
held to mean that (dutiable) component ma- 
terial which shall exceed in value any other 
single component material found ir the arti- 
cle; and the value of each component material 
shall be determined by the ascertained value of 
such material in its last form and condition 
before it became a component material of euch 
article. If two or more rates of duty shall be 
applicable to any imported article it sha!] pay 
duty at the highest of such rates: Provided, 
That any non-enumerated article similar in 
material and quality and texture and the use 
to which it may be applied to any article on 
the free 1 st.andin the manufacture of which 
no dutiable materials are used, shall be free of 


duty.” Se 


Sec. 2,502—Schedule A—Chemical Products.— 
Br striking out from this schedule the words 
“distilled spirits containing 60 per centum of 
avbydrous alcohol, $1 per gallon”; also by 
striking out the words “alcoho! containing 94 
per centum anbydrous alcohol, $2 per gallon.” 
— (Tariff, paragraphs 101, 102, 103.) 


FREE LIST AMENDVENTS, 


Sec. 2,503 [Substituted for Sec. 2,505, R. 8.J— 
By striking out the clause in this section com- 
mencing with the words “articles the growth, 
produce, and manufacture of the United 
States,” and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: 

“Articles the growth, produce, and manu- 
facture of the United States, when returned 
after having been exported, without having 
been advanced in value by apy process of man- 
ufacture or by labor thereon; caske, barrels, 
carboys, bags, and other vessels of American 
manufacture exported filled with American 
products, or exported empty and returned 
filled with foreign products, including shooks 
when returned as barrels or boxes; but proof

Sec. 6. That section 7 of the act approved 
March 3, 1883, entitled **An act to reduce inter- 
nal revenue taxation for other purposes,” is 
hereby amended so that it shall read as follows: 


“whenever imported merchan‘ise is subject 
to an ad valorem rate of duty,or to a duty 
based upon or regulated in any manner by the 
value thereof, the duty shall be essessed upon 
the actual market value or wholesale price of

sary coverings used for covering for holding 
such merchandiee, duty shall be levied and col« 
lected thereon at the rate to which such ma-« 
terial or article would be subject if imported 
separately.”’ 

Sec. 9. That sections 2,970 and 2,982 of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States are hereby 
amended 60 that the same shal! be, respective- 
ly, as follows: 

“Sec. 2,970. Any merchandise deposited in 
bond in any public or private bonded ware- 
house may be withdrawn for consumption 
within three years from the date of original 
importation on payment of the duties and 
charges to which it may be subject by law at 
the time of such withdrawal: Provided, That 
nothing herein shall affect or impair existing 
provisions of law in regard to the disposal ef 
per‘ebable or explosive articles.” 


*Sec. 2,983, In no case sball there be any 
abatement of the duties or allowance made for 
any injury, damage, or deterioration sustained 
by amy mercnandise while depcsited in any 
public or private bonded warehouse: Provided, 
that the duty aresessed on merchandise with- 
drawn from any euch warehouse thall be as- 
seased on the quantity withdrawn therefrom at 
the time of such withdrawal; but no greater 
allowance for leakage or evaporation of wines, 
liquors and distilled epirits shall be made than 
is or may be allowed by law on domestic spirits 
or wines in bond: And provided further, That 
nothing in this section as amended shall re- 
strict orin any way affect the liability of the 
proprietors of bonded warehouses on their 
bonds: And provided further, That nothing 
herein shall restrain or limit the exercise of the 
authority conferred on the Secretary of the

Sec. 10. That sections 2,803 and 3,058 of the re- 
vised Statutes be amended to read as follows:

proper district, to be by him retained, without 
the payment or exaction of any import duty, 
or to be forwarded by such collector to the 
collector of the port of departure, and to be 
delivered to such parties on their departure for 
their foreign iestinatior, under such rules, 
regulations and fees as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe.”

Making Perfumes in the South. 


Mr. J. Ambrose Storck, M.Pb., a local chem- 
ist of New Orleans, says of perfume making in 
the south:— 

This branch of commerce has received but 
little attention in the United States; not be- 
cause of any lack of materials, but probably 
from the fact that most people are not ac- 
quainted with the details and commercial 
importance of this most important branch of 
industry. Right here in the Southern States, 
and especially in Louisiana and Florida, we 
have here grown in abundance the most im- 
portant adjuvant known to the perfumer’s art, 
namely, the orange tree. This most important 
tree yields three oils; one from the flowers, 
calied neroli, one from the leaves called petit- 
grain, another from the rind of the fruit 
called portugal or orange; and the water used 
in the process of distilling the oil from the 
flowers is sold under the name of orange flower 
water. In tbe three cities, Grasse, Cannes and 
Nice,in the sonth of France, over 3,000,000 
pounds of orange flowers are used annually to 
manufacture oils, pomades, etc., and used 
principally in perfumery. The value of this 
enormous amount of flowers is about $300,000, 
These figures may give some idea of the com- 
mercial importance of thisoneitem. A great 
many people will say that we could not obtain 
the materials in sufficient quantities. To this 
I would answer that there is jand enough to 
raise orange and other trees in Louisiana alone 
tosupply perfumers for all the world, Then 
again we have any amount of jasmines, tubee 
roses, and the rose, and I will add among others 
the magnolia and violets. I have prepared 
floral pomades from the flowers above men- 
tioned on a small scale, by absorption, and 
found them to equal the French pomades of 

the eame odors,

FEW CHANGES IN THE ENGLISH TRADE, 

“Regarding the drug trade in London”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Hartford “I found that very few 
changes had taken place since I left there five 
yearsago. Therewere no new houses, but all 
of the old firms appeared to be making 
money in their quiet way. I attended two of 
the drugsalesin London and found they had 
made few alterations ia their method of tran- 
sacting business. They still adhere to their old- 
fashioned, complicated systems.” 

*How did you find the condition of trade 
Mr. Hartforc?’ asked the REPORTER represen- 
tative. 

‘*Last December a large and active demand 
sprung up, rather unexpectedly” he replied, 
“but during January and February it died ou- 
entirely, leaving the market in a very flat cont 
dition. The general opinion of the trade over 
there was that opium should command a bhigh- 
erprice,and it appeared to be a matter of 
great surprise to them that it did not advance, 
as the statistical position is alt: gether in favor 
of much higher prices. There was a dispos- 
ition among holders not to sacrifice their stocks 
which indicated a greater faith in the future 
than seems to prevail here. As to quinine, it 
seems to occupy a very unenviable position at 
present on the other side, Everybody appears 
to have lost faith init. The transactions gen-

ber of the meta) syndicate of Paris, commenced 
buying. His purchases are supposed to have 
amounted to about a million ounces, and he is 
willing to go on buying more. Evidently. he 
wont begin to unload very soon. Tae quistion 
resolves itself into how long he will continue 
to hold the stock, and what will become of the 
market when he sells cut. Somo people favor 
the opinion that the operations in quinine are 
carried on by a large Anglo-American commic- 
sion house under cover of the metal men. It 
is well known that this tirm is largely inter- 
ested in a continental quinine factory, and that 
it is to their interest to get the price of quinine 
as high a3 poss:ble. Another consideration | 
bearing upon the future of quinine is the pos- 
sibility of the death of the ‘( erman Crown 
Prince. Inthateventa European war would 
be likely to ensue, and quiuine would then un- 
doubtedly be a good investment.” 

AMERICAN METHODS GROWING IN FAVOR. 

“I found there was a great outery from the 
foreign manufacturers against the invasions of 
their markets by the Americans, with goods 
put up In attractive styles. At last, some of 
the English manufacturing pharmacists are 
getting alive to the advantage of hand 
some cases, bottles, etc., something they bad 
never dreamed of until their eyes were opened 
by the growing popularity cf American goods. | 
The great question with ihe exporting drug- | 
gists of London at present is to get the privi- | 
lege of making tinctures, etc., in bond, or 
failing in that, to get a drawback on the spirits 
used, so that they may be able to cumpete with 
the Germans, It is probable that they will 
obtain one or the cther of these advantages, 98 
the British Government is disposed to be liberal 
toward her manufacturing industries, a hint 
that might be profitably taken by our own 
Government.”

TUESDAY EVENING, March 6, 
Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbenated sOda ash, 48 per cent, of Liver- 
pool make, is without particular animation, the 
business in progress partaking of a retail char- 
acter. The absence of important spot stocks 
keeps the market firm and we find no changes 
in quotations. Sales of 25 tons are reported at 
1 26@1 274c, according to brand and quantity, 
these figures being quoted for goods on the 
spot or to arrive. In high test we hear of no 
business, and the quotation of 1 124@l lbc as 
to quantity is merely nominal. 

Liverpool caustic soda ash is only wanted in 
a small way to supply the passing requirements 
of consumers. Prices may be written steady, and 
we repeat our quototions of 13-10@1 30c for 48 per 
cent toarrive,and 127}4@1 30c,as to quantity and 
seller for lots from store High test is quotabie 
at 1 12@1 15c, according to bolder and quantity. 
Messrs. Joseph P. Brunner & Co., writing from 
Liverpool on the 25th ult , say: “There is no 
life in heavy chemicals. Soda ash continues 
very scarce, and on this account prices are well 
maintained. The nominal quotations are 
31-32@id for 48 per cent and high test caustic, 
and 1@1 1-32d for 48 per cent carbonated and 
31 32@I1d for high test carb.” 

Newcastle ash remains very firm in the ab- 
sence of offerings to arr-ve, and with an ex- 
ceedingly limited stock in store. Small sales of 
48 per cent have been made up to 135c on the 
spot, and it is questionable if auything could 
be purchased for forward delivery below 1 30c. 
High test at 1 20c is entirely nominal. 

Caustic soda is still inactive but prices re- 
matin about steady, as stocks here are compar- 
atively small. For 69 per cent, 2 45@2 60c is 
quoted, though some holders might be wiiling 
to shade these figures on a plump offer. In 70 
to 74 per cent there isa moderate demand,which 
ia supplied at 2 2(@2 25c according to 
holder and quantity. The Liverpool mar- 
ket was depressed on the 25th ult., 
according to our correspondents, although a 
fair business was done in a quiet way during 
the preceding week. Of 70 per cent a fair 
quantity was sold for prompt and March de- 
livery at £6178 6d. For a limited quantity of 
special brands £7 was paid. Of 74 per cent 500 
drums had been placed io one line at £7 58, but 
ls 34@2s 6d more was generally asked. Sixty 
per cent at £5 178 6d@£6 was quiet. 

Eoglish sal soda is steady, but only a moder- 
ate movement is reported. Spot sales in a 
small way command 1 06@I 1l0c, while goods to 
arrive are obtalnable at 90@9%5c, according to 
seller and quantity. The Liverpool market 
was strong on the 25th ult., with £2 123 6d the 
lowest price for prompt delivery. Several 
makers were reported as sold out for February 
and March, 

Bleaching powder is not attracting much at- 
tention at the moment as buyers prefer to sup- 
ply their wants as they occur. The quotations 
range from 18244@1 8742 to arrive and 1 &@ 
190c onthe spot according to quantity and 
seller. The Liverpool . arket on the 26th ult. 
was reported as weak at £7 123 6d@?7 133 9d, 
with scarcely any business passing. 

Acids. 

There is nothing new to report in the market 
for acetic acid. The demand is moderate and 
competition prevents apy improvement in 
prices. We quote 244@2}é¢c according to brand 
and quantity. 

Oxalic acid is still without particular anima- 
tion, consumers still buying in a hand to mouth 
manner, The quotations have undergone no 
further change, but there is yet a feeling of un- 
Certainty regarding the future. We quote 7c 
for lots of 10 tons or over for future delivery 
and 7}¢c for smaller quantities on the spot. 

Sulphuric acid is moving fairly in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the trade, and 
the market may be written steady. We repeat 
our quotations of #0@%5c for 60 deg in large 
lot, and 1@1 20c asto holder and size of order 
for smaller lota. 

Miscellaneous. 
Acetate of lime is reported to be in fair re- 
uest, although business is not so good as usual 
t this season. Prices remain steady at 2 314@ 
2400 for gray and 165@170c for brown, ac- 
cording to quantity. 

Arsenic is moving more freely, though still 
only in a jobbing way; the market is very firm, 
with nothing obtainable on the spot below 8c, 
with up to 3}¢c asked for small jots. For ar_ 
rivals within the next tei days 3c is quoted, for 
March shipments 27¢c, and for later shipments 
254c. 

Brimstone is not wanted except to supply the 
small current wants of consumers. Prices are 
more or less nominal and the tendency is in 
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buyers favor. For best seconds on the spot $21 
is quoted, while March, April and May ship- 
ments are offering at $20@2050. Thirds are 
quoted nominally at $20 25@2050 onthe spot 
and $19 25@19 50 for shipment but we hear of 
none gelling, 

Nitrate of soda is selling from vessel at 2 12% 
@2 lic, but lotsfrom store are held firmly for 
220c. There has been a very fair business done 
since the date of last writing, and we hear of 
sales of 2,000 bgs from vessel at quotations. 


Ammonias, Potashes and Fer¢tliliz- 
ing Chemicals. 

Trade continues very satisfactory in the 
market for fertilizing chemicale, but there are 
few large contracts now » aking, principally be- 
cause of the srvall available supplies. Sulphate 
of ammonia has further advanced, and we hear 
of nothing now below $3 37%. Dried blood of 
high grade commands $2 25@2 30 and low grade 
$2 15@2 20, as to quantity. Azotine is selling 
steadily in jobbing lots at $2 20@2 25. Tankage 
is held at $21 50@22 for high grade and $18 K@ 
19 for poorer qualities. Crude fish scrap is tend- 


ing apward, and the probabilities are 
that much higher prices will have to 
be paid in the near future. Since we 
last wrote there have been sales of 


200 tons f. o. b. factory at Greenport, at $24 50, 
and 400 tons at a private price. Small sales 
have also been made at $25, and this price is 
now the bottom of the market. Bone black is 
selling at $16 50@17 00, as to quality. We hear 
of the sale of £0 tons sulphate of ammonia be- 
fore the last advance at $3 35. 

Muriate of ammonia continues in good de- 
mand, stocks not being allowed to accumulate. 
The market is firm, the agents of the manu- 
facturers still quoting $177% to arrive by 
steam, $1 75 to arrive by sail and $1 724% for sail 
shipments. 

Double manure alt is still somewhat unset- 
tled in consequence of the offerings from 
second hands. There is a good demand, and 
we note sales of 150 tons to arrive at $1 12. 
There is notbing op the spot unsold. 

Kainit is selling on the spot at $11, and even 
higher in Philadelphia. For shipments afloat, 
as bigh as $10 has been paid, and the prics for 
March-April shipments has been raised to $8 75, 
allin consequence of scarcity of freight room 
abroad and the advanced rates of freight. Im- 
porters apprehend that this scarcity will con- 
tinue throughout the summer, and no reaction 
in the price of kainit is looked for.

Philadelphia Chemical Market. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 5, 1888, 


The past week showed if anything a slight 
improvement in the demand for English chemi- 
cals, but the change for the better was 80 elight 
there is no reason to look upon it as anything 
more than a temporary activity in trade.

Carbonated soda ash Liverpool 48 per cent is 
moving slowly and is in full stock, Spot goods 
are qucted at 12744@1 35c as to brand, to arrive 
125@1 32k¢c is asked and might possibly be 
shaded on firm offer; shipments are held at 
1 2244@1 3244c. In 58 per cent there is almost 
po demand and holders have not changed their 
views from those of last report. Newcastle 48 
per cent is only wanted ina jobbing way on 
spot and for which holders are naming 
1 26@1 30c; whether less would be ac- 
cepted could only be determined on firm offer. 
To arrive 1] 224@1 30c is asked es to quantity, 
with a strong probability of 1%0c being ac- 
cepted from gilt-edged buyers. Caustic soda 
ash 48 per cent is selling in a jobbing way at 
1X@140c; to arrive 12734@1 82}¢c is asked; 
shipments are obtainable at 122}4@130c. In 
future deliveries the trade in this article is ex- 
ceedingly dull, probably on sccount of the 
larger buyers being supplied on contracts.

Refined alkali, 36 per cent, is selling only in 
amall lots, and bringing 125@1 30c from store. 
To arrive, 1 1244@1 25 is asked, as to brand and 
quantity. Solvay, 36 per cent, is held at 1 15@ 
126c. B. M. & Co, 48 per cent is firm on spot, 
being very.scarce, and from second bands can 
be obtained at 1 274@135c. To arrive and for 
shipments, 1 2254@1 30c ie named as to quantity

The Ultramarine Industry. 


ITS PAST, PRESENT AND FUTURE IN 
GERMANY. 


The comfortless position of the German ul- 
tramarine industry bas not improved during 
the year which has just closed. On the con- 
trary, owing to ovar-production and decreased 
exports to foreign parts, the previously low 
prices have declined still further, For in- 
stance, the turnover of the Hanoverian ultra- 
marine manufactory, formerly Aug. Egestorff, 
declined from £22,738 In 1885-6, to £22,2521n 
1886-7, although the sales during the same ne- 
riods rose from 1,062 tons to1,160tons. The 
gross profit of the said firm amounts exactly to 
£16 128, 

The exports from Germany are excessively 
hampered by the high duties imposed on the 
article by Russia, Austria, France and the 
United &tates of America. This increases the 
competition at home, where every manufactu- 
rer is anxious to increase his output in order to 
decrease bis costof production, It is no won- 
der therefore that ultramarine is frequently 
sold at or under cost price, in order that even a 
single order may not be missed; again, owing 
to the weakness ot some makers the moat im- 
practicable concessions are frequently mace. 


Uaoder these circumstances, it is high time 
thatastand was made in order to bring pro- 


duction and consumption into proper propor- 
tions. The three American ultramarine facto- 
ries—Messrs. Heller & Merz, the International

The Ticker Litigation. 


The contest of the Commercial Telegram 
Company for a place upon the floor of the 
Stock Exchange was reopened by a decision of 
tbe General Term of the Supreme Court, 
handed down last Friday, The crmpany was 
excluded from the floor by the governers, at 
the instance of the Gold and Stock Tel-graph 
Company. which bad a previous contract with 
the exchanse. The commercia) got an injunc- 
tion which Judge Ingraham vacated. This de 
cision has been reversea by the General Term 
Oddly enough the principal pointe made ly the 
company’s Jawyer, Col. Ingersoll), are ovei- 
ruled, and it was on Lawyer Carter’s brief for 
the defendant that the court found its ground 
for reversal of judgment. After the Commer- 
cial Telegram’ Company got all ready, notice 
was sent to the exchange on Oct. 16, 1883, 
to the <«ffect that it was about to go into 
business. The Stock Fxchange replied, 
under date of Oct. 24, giving a copy of a 
resolution which bad been adopted, suthoriz- 
ing a contract with the Con:mercial Telegram 
Company, and allowing it the same privileges 
as those enjoyed by the Goldand Stock Com- 
pany at the same terms. The Commercial Tele- 
gram Company immediately sent a check for 
the first month’s rent,and in acknowledging 
the receipt of the check, the officials of the Ex- 
change say the privileges granted “are at the 
option of the Committee of Arrangements, and 
may be terminated at any time at the pleasure 
of said committee.” 

No rights were claimed by Col. Ingersol) 
under this subsequent correspondence, and

BRAND 
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The Sait Industry in Cheshire, 


GRAPHICALLY DESCRIBED BY A 
WOMAN. 


A few weeks ago I was staying near Liver- 
pool, and had the opportunity of one day going 
I cer- 
tainly knew before of the existence of salt in 
Cheshire, but the whole process of obtaining it 
was entirely new to me, and though I do not 
suppose others are as ignorant upon the sub- 
ject as I was, still I venture to cffer you a 
aghortaccount of it, hoping that it will not be 
wholly uninteresting. I was fortunate enough 
to be taken over by one of the owners of salt 
estates, and he has been extremely kind in

giving me information and specimens. 


Before entering upon a description of the 
works it will be perhaps better just to refer to 
the manner in which the Cheshire salt beds lie« 
For this I must ask you to look at the diagram. 

This represents a vertical section of part of 
The top line represents the surface

clays mixed with sandstone, 180 fect, then 
comes a layer of solid flagstone about 3 feet 
Immediately below this is the top

worked at the present time. 


There does not seem to be very much known 
about whether the strata are continuousor not, 
but it is known that flagstone is found all over 


Weaver valley, though not all over Cheshire. 
Rock salt was first discovered in England in 


the year 1670, by a lady, Miss Smith Berry, of 
Marberry Hall, Norwich, in the middle part of 


Cheshire. 


This discovery was of the upper stratum of 


salt. Mines were then started and worked in 
this top bed up to the year 1778, i. e., for rather 
more than one hundred years. As this bed livs 
only from 40 to 60 yards below the surface of 
earth, the result was that all the North- 
wich town and district began sinking into 
the mines, and have indeed been steadily 
doing so for the whole of this century. 
Mipes were afterwards made in the lower 
stratum of salt, 100-160 yards below the surface. 
This stratum was found to be more free from 
impurities in the shape of clay and marls, etc., 
than the upper one. Atthe present time the 
mines in the lower stratum are the only ones 
being worked, all those in the upper one being 
abandoned. 

Besides this rock salt, which can be obtained 
only by mining, salt also exists in Cheshire in 
a totally different form, namely, natural brine; 
this natural brine is the source of almost all 
our ordinary white salt, which are, of course. 
obtained by evaporation and crystallization. 
Natural brine was used in Cheshire for obtain- 
ing salt as early as the time of the Romans and 
Saxons, long before rock salt was discovered 
there at all, and leaden pans have been found 
measuring 6 by 4 feet, which were in all prob- 
ability used by the Romans for that purpose. 

The brine is found in this way:—When a 
sbaft issunk down to the flagstone, and the 
flagstone is bored through in some places brine 
rushes up,ithough many bores have been made 
without any brine appearing. This seems to 
indicate that the brine exists in streams be- 
tween the flagstoneandthe upper stratum ot 
salt, but does not cover the whole surface of 
the salt. 

Brine formerly flowed to the surface of the 
land in a few places. There is a record of ita 
having done so as late as the reign of Edward 
I., and even now there is a field in Nantwich, 
near the middle of Cheshire, where a bottle of 
it was actually collected by one of the present 
mine owners a very short time ago. 

Possibly it might be more often found at the 
turface that it is, if people only searched for 
it. Nevertheless, it is undoubtedly lower in 
Jevel than formerly, for it is known that at 
Northwich it has fallen in three centuries from 
the surface to the present leve!, 40 or 50 yards 
down, and at Winford, where salt has only been 
made one hundred and fifty years, it has fallen 
from 16 to 50 yards beneath. 

The reason why it is lower is supposed to be 
this. Before brine was used by man the sand- 
stone basin in the lower parts was probably 
souked with it, and any excess flowed, as it still 
does in some places, into the river. But when 
it was used largely for manufacture what was 
already in the soi) gradually became exhausted. 
This first happened in 1875, when a failure in 
brine was noticed in all shafts. The old stores 
being exhausted, the only brine to be obtained 
is that produced by rainfall from year 
to year; and after a very dry season, 

there is a perceptible diminution in the supply, 
so thatin a way we are living from handto 
mouth with regard to natural brine. It rarely 
rises nowadays many yards above the rock salt 
stratum. 

Much of the brine now obtained (nearly all of 
that in the old salt region of Northwich) is of a 

semi-artificial nature. It is pumped from the 
old mines, and is probably formed almost en- 
tirely by the surface water getting down old 
shafts and the many vast holes and cracks now 
made in that region. In this way even the 
small pillars of those mines have been melted 
and the salt immediately under the town and

gion, which makes two-thirds of the whole salt 
made, the brine is all quite natural. 

No one is known to have ever traced a brine 
stream underground; it is only to be seen run- 
ning in at the bottom of the shafts. In one 
place a large natural cave had formed where 
the stream was running in, and someone once 
tried to walk along, but the soil and stones 
were too loose to be traversed with safety for 
more than a very short distance. 

The theory about it is that the brine is forced 
up by the action of gravity, as in the 
case of artesian wells, though there is no direct 
proof of this. It certainly seems to be 
the most probable explanation, when we come 
to look into the facts. Cheshire is known, from 
various circumstances (such as the borings for 
water, etc.), to be geologically in the form of a 
large basin. On the west are the Edisbury 
hills, and on the east and southeast the hills of 
Alderly Edge an@ Macclesfield. On the north 
side isa part with no hills, buta kind of cut, 
which may be represented as a lip of the basin, 
and outside this runs the river Mersey. From 
south to north, running right across the middle 
of the basin, is the valley of the river Weaver. 
As the layer of flagstone does not extend right 
over the hills, which consist chiefly of the new 
red sandstone that absorbs water like a spopge, 
the rain that falls in those parts soaks down 
below the surface, and then, flowing in the 
direction of the lower part of the basin, gets 
in under the flagstone. Besides this, some rain 
will always run through the stone itself, wher- 
ever there may be cracks or holes, so that alto- 
gether a good deal of water manages to get 
down to the top rock salt stratum. As it flows 


towards the lower part of the basin, it gradu- ; 


ally becomes converted into brine, by dissolv- 
ing the salt over which it isruaning. It seems 
that this disso)ving takes place in the higher 
parts of Cheshire only, for by the time it 
reaches the 'owen parts it has become an 
almost saturated solution. In fact, it is 
then so dense that any rain water from 
the soil above, coming in direct contact 
with it, through gaps in the flagstone, will 
not, on account of the difierence in sp. gr., 
mix with it for many days, but lies on the top 
sometimes for a depth of 3 or4inches. This 
has been observed by the men who go down 
the shaft, and no doubt it is the case wherever 
there is very strong brine. Thus it is that the 
rock salt in the lower part of Cheshire is only 
very, very Slightiy, if at all, becoming dis- 
solved. That it is dissolving in the higher 
parts, is inferred from the fact that the land, at 
long distances from the middle of the county 
where all the salt works are situated, and ata 
higher level than the works, is steadily sink:ng 
in. Thus it seems that the sinking of Cheshire 
is due to two causes: in the higher parts to the 
dissolving of the rock salt, and in the lower 
parts to the falling in of the old mines. 

Now the fact that the salt in the middle of 
Cheshire is not dissolving, ‘s a matter of great 
importance to the brine workers: for the in- 
habitants of that part are trying to get com- 
pensation out of the owners of the brine works, 
because, they say, this pumping up of the 
natural brine is causing the land to fall in. But 
this is not the case, for it is found that the land 
only sinks at that part, if there happen to be an 
old mine underneath, and that where there are 
brine works, and no old mines, no sinking 
occurs. 

It has been noticed that six months aftera 
very dry season, the supply of brine bec. mes 
lower in the shafts. This seems to indicate 
that the fallen rain takes that time to run its 
course, before it appears as brine. 

At most placesin England where salt exists 
at all, there are both rock salt mines and also 
brine works, but at Droitwich, in Worcester- 
shire, there are two brine works and no mines. 
In Middlesburgh, Yorkshire, rock salt was 
found in 1858, 1,200 feet below the surface. It 
was untouched till 1872. Then the great iron 
master, Sir Lowthian Bell, let fresh water down 
on it, and pumped it up again as brine. His 
great idea was to boil this brine by means of 
the waste heat from the iron furnaces, and this 
has now been carried into practice. There are 
many large salt works at Middlesburgh, which 
are making 200,000 tons per annum for the ad- 
jacent Newcastle chemical works. 

This, I think, is all I can say about the his- 
tory and position of the salt. I will nuw givea 
short account of the works. The brine, es it 
springs up through the holes, contains from 25 
to 27 per cent of salt, and of this salt 
about 98 per cent is pure sodium chloride, the 
only impurities being from 1 to 1 per cent of 
CaSO, aud a trace of MgC!,. Sometimes water 
willgetin from the shafts, causing the brine 
to become weaker. Ags it will not rise 
spontaneously to within 60 yards of the sur- 
face, it has to be pumped op into a great reser- 
voir. It is noticed that every week, after the 
pumps have been at rest for Sunday, the brine 
rises in the shaft. The reservoir is connected 
by pipes with large evaporating pans, which 
can be filled as required. These pans are on 
the average 50 to 60 feet long, by 25 feet wide, 
and 2 feet deep. They are made of iron, or in 
most cases now of steel plates, riveted toge- 
ther, each plate being 2 feet by 9 feet, and from 
one quarter to three-eighth inches thick. 

The pans are set up on brick and iron work, 
and underneath each pan are four furnaces 








brine contains a small quantity, being so very 
slightly soluble in water (only 1 in 500) precipi- 
tates as soon as evaporation begins, thus puri- 
fying the salt. This, however, creates one 
great difficulty in connection with the pans. 
In spite of all the care that may be taken a 
part of this will adhere firmly to the bottom of 
the pan, the result being that the pan very soon 
gets burnt. From this cause each pan requires 
large repairs about every three months, and 
when this takes place the furnaces have of 
course to be let out, and the pans emptied 
and raised bodily up from the brick-work 
in order to rivet new plates on. This 
is naturally a very expensive operation, the 
average cost for the mending of one pan alone 
being from £30 to £40 per year. 

The pans are arranged in rows, with plat- 
forms running down between them ona level 
with the top edge ofthe pan. The platform is 
separated from the pan by a trough. Thesteam 
is so dense that as one stands on the platform 
one can scarcely see to the other side of the pan. 
As evaporation proceeds, the salt crystallizes 
out on the top of the brine, looking very much 
1 kea thick layer of snow gathering there,which 
sinks to the bottom as the crystals increase in 
weight. Men standin the troughs with long 
rakes and ladles, and when a good solid layer 
has formed on the top they rake it off over the 
edge. The difference in the grain of yarious 
kinds of salt is due to the different tempera- 
tures the brine is allowed to reach. In pans 
kept at 100 degrees Fahrenheit the salt pro- 
duced is of a very coarse grain. This you can 
see in sample A. It is drawn from the pans 
once a week, or if very coarse grain is wanted 
only oncein two or three weeks. It is called 
fishery salt, and is used for curing fish in Great 
Britain and Norway. 


In pans kept at 160 to 190 degrees Fahrenheit 
coarse common salt is produced’ This is taken 
from the pans once every twenty-eight hours, 
and is used for chemical processes and alkali 
worke. You will see, that it has a finer grain 
than A. It is sent to America and other parts 
of the world. 

At bolling point fine salt is produced, and this 
is the kind I suppose we are all most familiar 
witb. It is taken from the pans two or three 
times every twenty-four hours, and then either 
shipped as it 1s, or made into blocks, in which 
form we buy itfortable. To get it into these 
blocks it is packed while damp from the pan 
into long-shaped boxes, each holding about 28 
Ibs salt. After lying in these for an hour it is 
sufficiently cohesive to be turned out and still 
keep the shape of the box. Thisis done, and 
the damp blocks are then put into a hot cham- 
ber for a week, being kept at a temperature of 
90 deg to1l0deg. The blocks are sent largely 
to America for curing meat, for the salt there 
coutains MgCl,, which which spoils meat; but 
the loose fine salt is shipped mostly to India and 
Burmah, nearly half a million tons going an- 
nually. The amount produced from each pan 
making common coarse salt is 40 to 50 tons per 
week, and from the fine salt pans 25 to 35 tons. 
The quantity of cual consumed in the furnaces 
for making 1 ton of coarse salt is 11 cwt., and 
for 1 ton of fine salt about 14 cwt. 

Various methods have been tried to cheapen 
and simplify the process of evaporating, but so 
far nothing has been found to supersede the 
present arrangements, namely, the plain open 
evaporing pans, and the very cheap slack coal, 
which costs at the works only 5s perton, M. 
Weibel, the great French engineer, visited in 
1882 some of the Cheshire works, and he was of 
the opinion that nothing could be better than 
the present plans. He had invented and 
put into use in France a highly complex sys- 
tem of triple boilers and vaccum evaporation; 
but in France fuel is dear,and salt is also at the 
high prices maintained by heavy protective 
duties on foreigh salts. It has been calculated 
that altogether in Cheshire there are one and a 
half million square feet of ground covered by 
pans alone, or considerably over 34 acres. 

This is about all I can say of the brine works, 
but I have yet to describe the mine. I do not 
know whcther there is anyone who really en- 
joys the process of descending a mine; ifso, I 
should be glad to be able to enter into that 
person’s feelings. For my own part I must say 
that, to stand in a small bucket in pitch dark- 
ness and be let down 160 yards under the earth 
by a hole so narrow that you expect your arms 
to be left behind if you move them from your 
sides, is anything but an agreeable sensation, 
This, however, is a small matter and quite 
worth enduring for the sake of seeing the 
mine. -The top part of the shaft, ij. e., the part 
through the maristone layer, has to be boarded 
round to prevent stones and earth falling in. It 
@ miner should stand under the shaft and 
even a very small stone fall on his head, it 
would kill him from the rapidity of its fall to- 
wards the bottom. The men are forbidden to 
stand under the shaft, and while actually going 
up and down are protected by a canopy fixed 
over the bucket. 

I was formerly under the impression that 
all salt mines are beautiful places, with natural 
caves, arches, and pillars of pure white. But I 
was laboring under a great delusion, for such 
mines do not exist in England. Some, indeed, 
are not rock salt at all, but are formed by the 
dropping down of natural brine which deposits 
stalactites. The English rock salt mine is not

Here and there, though not very often, are 
found perfectly pure cciorless pieces, which 
show the cubical form of the crystal of salt. 
These pieces are considered to be tolerably 
good specimens. Every 25 yards huge equare 
Pillars are Jef: standing, 12 yards in width, in 
order to support the roof. In the old mines of 
the top stratum, no pillars, or only very smail 
ones, were left, and that is why the land is 
falling in to them. 

The only light is that given. by very smali 
tallow candles; each miner carrying one, and 
sticking it withalump of clay on the ground, 
or on a ledge of salt in the wall when heis 
working. In one mine they burn from four to 
five tons of candles in a year. 


In spite of the great number burning at once 
itseemed to me extremely dark, and though I 
carried one myself I very often nearly fell over 
loose piles of salt that I could not see. The 
miners, however, get quite accustomed to the 
darkness, and say they can see perfectly well, 

The mine is generally from 1£ to 30 feet high. 
The salt is got off either by pickaxes or else by 
blasting, chiefly the latter, one blast usually 
dislodging from one to three tons, though 
sometimes no less than fifteen tons. The noise 
of a blast is something tremendous, and the 
vibration so great that it seems as if the whole 
mine were going to fall in. The echoes roll 
round like thunder. 


The difficulty of ventilation, about which we 
hear 80 much in the case of coal mines, does 
not occur here, from there being no gases gen- 
erated by the salt, and also from the mine 
being one large chamber; for the rock salt lies 
in a continuous bed, and does not, so far as the 
miners have tried it, run in narrow veins. The 
only passage for air is down the shafts, and yet 
the mine seems perfectly fresh. One shafthas 
an up draught and the other a down draught 
each always keeping the same direction, No 
brine ever comes into these lower mines, as it is 
only running over the upper salt stratum. The 
temperature never alters summer or winter; 
always keeping about 52 deg. F. The galt is 
carried to the shaft by trucks that run on lines 
laid along the floor. It isthen wound up the 
shaft in the bucket, and if it is to be ground on 
the premises the bucket is tilted ovor into 
aslanting trough, down which it shoots the 
s«lt into a large machine very much like a cof- 
fee mill. 


What is not ground is sent away in lumps to 
the lighters, which carry it down the Weaver 
and Mersey to Liverpool, whence it is shipped 
for Denmark, Holland, and other countries 
where foreign white salt is prohibited,or under 
too heavy duty. In these places it is made into 
brine, and white salt got from that. The lumps 
are also used for cattle to lick and for salting 
hides. The chief use of rock salt now, besides 
the alkali manufacture, is in the process start- 
ed fifteen yearsago of reducing copper ore, 
which bas made copper and brass articles so 
mueh cheaper and more plentiful than form- 
erly. 


As salt is such an indispensable article, it is 
comforting to know that there is practically no 
danger connected with procuring it. Accidents 
very seldom occur, and when they do, they 
nearly always arise from carelessness on the 
part of the workmen. If a man dropsa lighted 
match into the gunpowder or anything else of 
thet kind, the consequences are naturally seri- 
ous. Occasionally a man falls into a pan of 
scalding-hot brine; but this happens either 
from extreme carelessness or else from his not 
being quite sober. While I was looking at the 
pans one man came up to say that the day be- 
fore another man had fallen in in rather a 
curious manner. He had actually stood his 
spade upright by the edge of the pan and eat 
on the handle with his legs stretched out on the 
platform in front of him. The spade slipped, 
and the man fell backwards into the brine. 
Our informant, who fully apprecisted the utter 
carelessness of such a proceeding, was not con- 
tent with telling us about it, but would insist 
upon illustrating -it, although we assured him 
that we quite understood, and would very 
much ratber not see a second edition of it. 

The rock salt mined averages 200,000 tonsa 
year. 

The total quantity of white salt made is 
1,600,000 tons on the average. Of this 500,000 is 
used at home, and the other 1,000,000 is shipped 
at Liverpool to all parts of the world, 
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Adulteration of Anise Oil. 


Some time ago attention was called in the 
pharmaceutical] press to a prevailing dangerous 
adulteration of the anise of commerce with 
hemlock-seed. A Turkish journal, in men- 
tioning this adulteration, places on record a 
case which occurred some time ago at Tchat- 
aldja,a village in the neighborhood of Constan- 


\ tinople. A policeman there noticed a party of 


gipsies actually engaged in gathering hemlock- 
seeds in the flelds. Knowing this seed to be a 
poison, he stopped the collectors,and asked the 
purpose for which they gathered it, when it 
transpired that the gipsies collected the hem- 
lock for druggists who paid them at the rate of 
1d per lb., and used the seeds as an adulterant 
for anise. The local authorities thereupon 
visited the drug dealers in the neighborhood 
and siezed large quantities of adyltered anise.
